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The new $10,000 Beit Library of the Rhodesian 
Academy of Music, the gift of the Beit Trustees, was 
officially opened on 16th October, 19/70: by Mr Jee. St. 
Leger Grentell, ome of the fe ee who came out from 
London for the occasion, 


The library, which was designed by Mr. W.E. Alexander 
is built. between two wings of the Academy and is 
designed to be the first stage of a future concert hall, 
having a stepped roof which will form the floor of the 
auditorium. The covered walk between the two wings at 
the front of the library will eventually give way to 
more lecture rooms and the foyer; or the hall. » The 
library stock comprises over 5,000 items including 
books and periodicals on music, scores of all kinds, 
sheet music and a gramophone record collection of 
3,600 items. The pleasing layout of this stock is the. 
result of careful Planning by the Librarian Mr. J.F. 
Chalmers Park. 


Music libraries are understandably few and:small in 
Rhodesia. By contrast, London is particularly rich in 
music libraries, quite apart from the collections of 
books on music, musical scores and gramophone records 

paenela/by public libraries. The British Museum hag one, oF 
the greatest music collections in the world, estimated 
to contain one and a quarter million pieces. Besides 
the collections of manuscript and printed music in the 
Department of Printed Books, the Museum houses three 
Special collections on loan to it: the Royal Music 
Library, which is the property of the Queen and Me rary HeTHE 
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noted for its Handel Collection; the manuscript oe 
collection of the Royal College of Music, |) which includes 
autographs by Haydn, Mozart and Schubert; and the library 
of the Royal Philharmonic Society, composed mainly of 
autographs and manuscript originals of musical works 
commissioned by the Society. 


Also of world renown is the British Broadcasting 
Corporation Music Library in London, built up to provide 
music for broadcasts until it has become one of the 7 
largest collections of music for performance, including 
over 30,000 sets of scores and parts in manuscript 
commissioned by the B.B.C. for radio plays and features. 
The library had a staff of 55 in 1965". The library of 
the Royal Academy of Music contains the Henry Wood 
library. of orchestral scores, the Angelina Goetz libray 
of opera “and Ballet, the G.D. Cunningham labpraryeow 
organ music and the library of the English Bach Society. 
The library of the Royal College: of, Music is also rich 
in special collections, including the libraeriesggar. as. 
Sacred Harmonic society, Sir George Grove canarias 
Musical Union. 


Of special interest to the public in London is the 
Central Music Library in Buckingham Palace Road, 
administered by the Westminster City Council, with 
nearly one hundred thousand items freely available 
for loan to the public or to music enthusiasts through- 
out Britain by means of inter-library lending. 
Westminster has also a comprehensive gramophone record 
library in the Charing Cross Road which had nearly 
17,000 discs in 1965, also available for personal loan. 


Of more immediate concern to Rhodesia are the music 
libraries found in the Republic of South Africa. Apart 
from the libraries of the main orchestras ‘and the South 
African Broadcasting Corporation in Johannesburg, there 
are two libraries which make musical scores available 
and are important to musical performance in this country. 
The University Music Library in Cape Town has a collection 
of 5,000 books on music, over 20,000 musical scores and 
several thousand gramophone records. Sets of scores for 
performance are lent to libraries, orchestras and music 
groups for a small hire charge,

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Somewhat larger is the Music Library of the Johannesburg 
Public. Library, which lent 1,552 items to libraries and 
music groups, and 18,852 items to individual borrowers, 
in 1967-1968. Music lovers attending musical concerts 
OP periormancepeot opera or Greatorio in the fain towns © 
of Rhodesia rarely appreciate that. the scores on the 
stands in front of the players’ and the vocal scores 
used by soloists and choruses in rehearsal have often 
been borrowed from one of these two libraries, or that 
without the generous assistance of the Johannesburg 
Public Library in particular many performances would not 
be possible. 


The movement to provide gramophone reeord libraries as 
part of the normal service of public libraries in Brit ain 
gained momentum against.the background of an upsurge of 
PuUpl.c interest) in music after. the Second World War, 
although the ofdest collections. in American public libraries 
date back to 1914. Many libraries at first provided 
Peeord collect#ons only for loan to music clubs. or for 
recitals on library premises, the "potted proms which were 
then fashionable and which, accompanied by a commentary 
on the music played, contributed much to public appreciation 
hig orchestral and chamber music. 


Although the trend was later to lend records freely to 
individual public library users, Librarians were usually 
conservative in limiting stocks to recordings of music in 
the classical repertoire to the exclusion OL jazz and 
dance music. In recent years, controversy has raged around | 
the provision of 'pop' records, with arguments similar to 
those heard in discussion of the relative merits of more 
_ serious and lighter reading matter in public Tibraries. 
In general, economics vitiated against 'pop' music, for 
whilst a western novel or love story added to the book 
stock will at least wear out with constant use a ‘top ten' 
disc may have no listeners before it is half worn. 


In the early days of gramophone record libraries, before 
audio-visual materials were thought proper to library 
stocks, there was controversy whether records should be 
provided at all. Some librarians argued with good cause 
that a library.should satisfy itself that its reading and 
reference stocks were up to standard before dissipating 
its resources, and this is an argument which may well be 
valid in Rhodesia for a number of years. Nonetheless, 
Since in one city at least commercial ventures in the 


operation of gramophone record lending libraries have 
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failed, their provision to promote the appreciation of 


classical music may well fall on public libraries in palmier 
years to come. 


The more immediate concern of this article is with 
printed musical scores, and their availability to 
performers, students and home listeners. One of the 
early pioneers of the public library movement in Britain, 
James Duff Brown, advocated the inclusion of music 
collections. He believed that the role of libraries in 
disseminating information and recreational matter went — 
beyond the printed word and should include other means of 
expression, whether musical or artistic. 


The modern album of reproductions of the painting eeame 
the masters, produced by a process of printing unknown 
in the day of James Duff Brown, has made it possible for 
every library to possess its own compact art gallery. 
The kind of musical scores demanded of libraries by the 
man in street has also changed. The time when the piano 
was a commonplace feature of:the ordinary home has paceca, 
the old upright or baby grand of bygone days giving way 
to the high fidelity stereophonic radiogramophone or the 
uniquitous guitar. The call for music for ’the fami, 
group around the’ plano has lessened, and:the miniature 
score, the pocket version of a conductor's score once used 
mainly by concert-goers, has acquired a new use Inthe 
hands of the home gramophone enthusiast wishing to follow 
music on record, if not wanting to borrow the records” 
themselves. 


The National Free Library is concerned with musical 
scores in two ways, by loan from its own limited stock 
and in its dealings with other libraries. As the national 
interloan centre, it is mainly responsible for drawing on 
the resources of music libraries in South Mfrica formu 
loan of scores not available in Rhodesia. Most requests 
are for sets Of orchestral or vocal. scoresmreduired uy 
orchestras and choral societies preparing public perform- 
ances. Others are for Single copies. of saorep Tor evudy 
or home playing. The library's staff must-have at least 
a passing acquaintance with the forms of classical music 
and varieties of musical arrangements and, because music 
is international, must recognise a fagotto as a bassoon 
or know a Klavierkonzert for a piano concerto. 


‘During the last few. years, the National Free Library 
has had the opportunity to purchase from sets of musical 
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scores offered by music lovers disposing of their 
collections, and the benefit of many donations of scores. 
With a fairly strong nucleus of books on the history, 
appreciation ana@’theory of music, it was reasonable that 
the library should extend the scope of its stock by adding 
scores for the music enthusiast much as it provides 


illustrated art books for the art lover. 


The stocking of sets of scores for use in actual perform- 
ance by orchestral, instrumental or vocal groups would have 
been a costly task hardly justified by the extent of musical 
activity in the country. The library decided to build, at 
first from secondhand purchases and donations, a collection 
of three kinds of scores which it felt had the widest public 
use: miniature scores for use by home record enthusiasts, 
concert-goers and students of music; vocal scores for 
listeners and home pianists; and tutors for solo instruments 
including albums of studies and exercises for the piano. 

The scores so acquired have been supplemented from time to 
time by purchase of miniature scores recommended for 
correspondence students and other scores-found to be in 
demand. For example, the library recently found it 
necessary to buy vocal scores of Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas. 


The resulting collection Hemecessarily«uneyen. IT 
contains miniature scores of all nine Beethoven symphonies, 
but none of Mendelssohn; vocal scores of four Mozart operas 
but none of Richard Strauss. The library has nonetheless 
acquired at little cost the nucleus on which to build, 
and hopes that a review of the range of scores held from 
time to time will enoble it progressively to fill by 
purchase the.major gaps in its stock until it has achieved 
a basic representation of the classical repertoire within 
the scope it has set itself.

MEMORIES OF MASHONALAND. By G.W.H. Knight—Bruce. 
Bulawayo: Books of Rhodesia, 1970. 2h2p. 


Knight-Bruce, the first Bishop of Matabeleland, 
former citizen of Bethnal Green, is yet another of 
the colourful characters of Rhodesia's pioneering 
days whose story has been re-published due to the 
reprinting activities of Books of Rhodesia. Although 
one of the earliest Europeans to arrive in Rhodesia, 
he steadfastly refused to identify himself with the 
military activities of his compatriots, and Lobengula 
prior to abandoning his royal kraal, enquired as to 
the whereabouts of his "induna of the teachers" and 
was reassured that the Bishop was not one of his 
pursuers. 


In his lengthy travels through Mashonaland and 
Matabeleland, Knight-Bruce's success in gaining the 
permission did much to fulfil his ideal of "Christians 
ising the natives... to face the world of European 
immigration", 


Although frequently incapacitated by the fever to 
which he eventually succumbed, he repeatedly returned 
to his Mashona flock, and the wide knowledge he 
gained of their life and customs, make this book not 
only a moving narrative of missionary endeavour but 
also a detailed sociological. and historical istudy of 
the Mashona people. 


SHOTGUN AND SHOOTER. By G.L. Carlisle and Percy 
Stanbury.. London: Barrie and Jenkins, 1970. 214/ ps 


Although this book is based on the techniques and 
practices of wildfowl shooting in Britain, there is 
much of interest to the shotgun user in Central 
Africa. The illustrations of orthodox shooting 
stances, gun handling and maintenance are many and 
detailed and chapters on the organising of competitive 
shoots, training of dogs and gamekeeping will all be 
of interest to aspiring sportsmen.

The National Free Library has for a long time been 
aware that it cannot make possible the fullest use of its 
Stock of academic and technical books, pamphlets and 
periodicals until it is in a position to provide inform- 

ation in the form of lists of publications available on 
various subjects to postal readers. 

The growth of the library's stock, from 5,000 volumes 
in 1952 to more than 40,000 in 1971, has made it impossible 
for the library to continue to produce a complete list of 
books in stock. 

Since 1952 the library undertook the compilation of 
complete lists of its stock within broad Subject fields, 
but by the early 1960's these lists became bulkier and 
bulkier and eventually, due to the sheer scale of their 
compilation, this venture was also abandoned. 

Now that the library has overcome its difficulties. in: 
recruiting cataloguing staff the publication of series 
of booklists called "Shelf Guides" igs commencing this 
month, | 
_ Subseribers to "Shelfmark" from the beginning will have 
access to information on more than four years of library 
acquisitions on the whole range of subjects covered by 

the library, readers with limited subject interest, by 
_ referring to individual subject headings in each issue 
being able to compile subject lists of the library's more 
recent additions. | 

"Shelf Guides" aims to bring within the covers of each 

issue a list of the more important books, pamphlets and 
periodicals within a defined subject field. The cover- 
-age of each issue will not necessarily be comprehensive, 


is 
as many of the earlier additions to the library's stock 
notably within the fields of science and technology, 
will have been superseded by more up to date works. 
Academic subjects such as literature, art, history etc, 
do not date and in these fields we. intend to produce 
comprehensive lists. 

The postal reader who wishes to know all that the 
library has in his field or whether the library stock 
can be of use to him, will be catered for by the"Shelf 
GUIDES" series. Readers with changing interests or a 
newly developed interest in or need for books and inform- 

ation on a new subject, e.g. a flat-dweller moving to 

a house or planning to build will have a sudden interest 
in books on house planning, interior decoration, 
gardening etc., will also by consulting the relevant 
issues of"Shelf Guides" be able to utilise the library's 
stock more fully. 

The layout of this new publication involves some 
departure from normal library cataloguing practice, in 
that instead of arranging each subject sub-section of 
the booklist in alphbetical order under the author's 
surnames, the title of each work will determine the 
order, It is felt that to readers approaching the 
bookstock from a subject point of view, title arrange- 
ment will be more useful, as in- most cases readers will 
not be likely to know the names of the personal or 
corporate authors producing works on a particular 
SUbjJECt. The library practice of entry under author 
has bibliographic warrant in striving for bibliographic 
and inter-library dealings. 

This has produced some unfortunate results. Book- 
sellers must often have been mystified by some library 
orders. A book known to booksellers as "The Veronica 
Pe rei Ged pty Keeton and Cameron might appear as 
"The trial of Gustav Rau Otto Mausson and Willem Smith 
with RAU, Gustav, defendant cited as author. 

Fortunately, more recent library cataloguing practice 
has sought more common ground between libraries and the 
book trade and in these lists we aim at Similarly more 
common ground between us and our readers. 

The scope of each booklist will be based on the Dewey 
Decimal Classification number or numbers for the subject, © 
but as few classification schemes have been devised which 


hae, 
allow for all facets of, and topics related to a 
particular subject be grouped together, we have had to 
look around the classification scheme to include selections 
from other branches of knowledge. For example in compiling 
our first book list "Production management and engineering" 
which would seem to be covered quite adequately by the 
Dewey number 658.5, we have included selections from 658.2 
(Factories: business management), 620.7 (Systems engineering) 
621.75 (Workshop practice) and 725.4 (Factories: architectue). 

The compilation of selective booklists covering the 
whole stock of the library will be a slow project taking 
some years to complete and doubtless many lists may need 
revising before thenproject is completed. 

Copies of booklists will be available to readers on 
request for information about the library's stock on various 
topics, and the sequence of publication will be determined 
largely by such requests. 

Copies will also be circulated to local public libraries 
and interested organisations, and it is hoped that they | 
will be found useful by libraries assisting readers with 
enquiries. |

This collection of.articles and letters, mastly 
published in or written tc, the London Tinea, covers 
many of the important ngYs ers in colonial and 
independent Africa. 


On many of the major issues such as the formation 
and eventual breakup of the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, the "winds of change" of the Conservative 
administration in the fifties, and post-U.D.1. relations 
ships between Britain and Rhodesia, Dame Perham holds 
strong views. Against the establishment of Federation 
from the beginning, and a champion of African national- 
ism and self-determination, her contribution to the 
history of post-war Africa is more a raflection of 
her own political beliefs than an objective record 

of the momentous changes which took place during ere 

period. 


BRITISH GHNERALSHIP IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY, By 
HeK.oG. Sixsmith. London: Arms and Armour Press, 
197-0% 


British military strategy has undergone revolutionary 
changes since the cavalry charges and sieges of the 
Boer War. Major-General Sixsmith has written a 
detailed history of its evolution, describing the 
trench war stalemates of the First World War, the 
evolution of the tank and its effect on infantry 
advances, and. the difference in tactics between 
the two world wars caused by the advances. in military 
technology during the intervening years. 


Many maps and illustrations of troop movements 
and military hardware depict the varying techniques 
of the several theatres of war in which the British 
were engaged, from the barbed wire entanglements and 
trenches of the Somme to the Malayan jungles.

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The eagerly awaited report of the Library Commission 
which was presented to the President on 8th March, 1971, 
is a relatively short document of seventy pages containing 
a balanced and searching review of the present library 

services of Rhodesia and a far-reaching programme aimed at 
welding the scattered elements which make up the library 
seene to-day into an inter-locked network of libraries, an. 

‘.important element of which would be a National Public 
Library Service modelled on the county and provincial 


library services of Britain and South Africa. 


The Commission was appointed on 25th May, 1970 "to 
consider the present state of the library services: within 
Rhodesia, with particular reference to the public libraries, 
and the future financing and development of such Library 
services, having regard to the cultural, social, economic 
and technical needs of the country and of its individual 


citizens", to review past investigations, of which the 

19541 Varley Report was the most significant, ‘and to make 
recommendations on these matters. The Commission 

comprised Sir Cornelius Greenfield, I.D., K.B.E., C.M.G. 

as Chairman, with Dr. G.R. Bates and Dr. P.J.J. Barnard 

as members. Mr. G.H. Bryan, I.C.D., acted as Secretary. 

In the course of its investigations, the Commission 
considered written evidence from seventy-four organisations 
and individuals, visited public and other libraries through- 
out the country, and heard oral evidence. 


The Report opens with a broad statement of library 
principles which the Commission thought it necessary to 
“inelude because "there are many otherwise well-informed

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Rhodesians who regard public libraries solely as 
institutions providing casual recreation for a minority 
of individuals, who are prepared to pay for the service 
provided", and proceeds to a wide-ranging historical 
review of library development in Rhodesia. Focussing 
on the public library situation, which it was the main 
purpose of the Commission to consider, the review concludes 
that "the development of the public libraries has rested 
almost entirely on the spontaneous, isolated and 
unco-ordinated efforts of individuals" leading "to the 
haphazard and uncertain growth of public subscription 
libraries", that Government support for libraries "has 
by no means been insignificant", that “civic) interest was 
public library services has hardly been aroused", and that 
‘material progress" has been made in providing libraries 
for Africans only in Bulawayo and Salisbury. ‘Then. follows 
a more detailed assessment of the public iota teeta 
libraries, library services for Africans, the National 
Free Library, education libraries and special libraries. 
The Commission noted that there were at least fifty 
public subscription libraries, apart from..club libraries 
and commercial libraries, varying from the Queen Victoria 
Memorial Library and the Bulawayo Public Library in the 
cities to thirty-seven libraries in centres with a 
population of less than 1 000. Although the Manis 
libraries provided "a fair standard or facilities, 
including lending, reference and children's libraries and 
a reading room, some smaller libraries confined service 
toulohne lending of books for light recreational reading 
only. Whatever these variations, the Commission found 
that "standards of public library services fall far short 
of present-day requirements", particularly in reference 
service. ‘Only two public subscription libraries, in 
Salisbury and Bulawayo, employed qualified librarians, 
and most public subscription libraries "were waging a 
struggle for survival" due to lack of funds, exacerbated 
Wee the has ithe price of books. _ 


The position | <n the smaller pense was illustrated 
by the fact that of a total annual contribution by’ Local 
authorities of $33 500, cver 432 000 is made by the 
municipalities of Bulawayo, Salisbury and Umtali, and 
the Turner Memorial Library, Umtali, was the only public 
subscription library which did not rely on subscriptions 
as its main source of income. The value of Government 
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grants in relation to the total income of these libraries 
had also declined, and the Government recognised that 

“failure to take account:of the value of services given by 
individual libraries was a weakness of the present system 


of grant-aiding. 


The Commission found reason for disappointment at the 
attitudes of authorities concerned with public libraries 
at all levels. "At both central and local government level", 
the Report states, "there is a noticeable lack of awareness 
of the present plight of many of the public libraries" and 
Little interest’ in their future’ or in the role they can play 
in the life of the community and the nation. Perhaps worse, 
however, was the insularity of some of the library committees 
themselves, a number of which “appeared to be singularly 
disinterested either in extending the scope of the existing 
services or seeing their respective libraries as an element 
in a wider scheme of library services". This situation 
called for a reappraisal of the role of central Government 
and local government, and a "reorientation of outlook among 


the library authorities concerned", 


The Report concludes that no solution to the library 
problems of Rhodesia can be achieved merely by raising the 
level of grants-in-aid. "No significant improvement", the “a 
Commission found, could be expected. while public libraries 
"continue to operate in isolation", and "an adequate public 
library service for Rhodesia" could be secured "only by the 
co-ordination of existing library activities and the 
mobilization of resources". 


From its survey of libraries for Africans, the 
Commission concluded that outside five municipal townships 
in Bulawayo and Salisbury library provision was minimal, 
and could discover no public library services in the tribal 
areas. Bulawayo, which provided both lending and reference 
facilities, differed from Salisbury, where the policy was 
to establish non-lending reference libraries. The 
Commissioners accepted that much reading done by Africans 
was inspired by examination study needs, but thought the 
present emphasis on books of reference and study might be 
merely "one stage of the educational process which would be 
followed by a desire for more general reading". They also 
noted that libraries for Africans had mainly been financed 
from beer-hall profits, and suggested that claims on these 
funds were such as to require investigation of other methods 
of financing libraries,

Finding that the level of education services is 
better in urban townships than in the tribal areas, 
and that these townships contain "the greater proportion 
of, the literate .Africans!', the Report concludes that 
"priority should be. given to services in the main 
municipal African townships", from which service to ° 
smaller centres and rural areas could be developed 
later. 


The Report then discusses the alternative future 
courses open to the National Free Library, which it 
notes is, unique’ in Rhodesia in that it is the only 
library which offers free lending services, in the 
context of a co-ordinated public library system. 

The National Free Library nad proposed to the Commission 
“measures of decentralisation by placing sections of 
its stock in public subscription libraries. The 
Commissioners saw administrative difficulties in 
operating different stocks side by side within the 
samé library, and found there was "an overwhelming 
case" for incorporating the library’ into a national : 
public library service. In support of their view, 
the Commissioners argued that "the bookstock of the 
National Free Library is a national asset", that 
incorporation would “secure for the Library the 
objectives for which it was ereated", and that "it 
would be unwise and wasteful to launch a national 
public’ library service without the resources of ie 


National Free Library". 


Reviewing the school library situation, the Reson 
notes that the quality of libraries depends largely 
upon "the enthusiasm of the particular head, and the 
teacher to whom the Library duty has been assigned as. 
an extra mural function", and challenges the view of 
the Ministry of Education that the training and appointment 
of teacher-librarians should precede the establishment 


of a central organisation for school libraries. 


Commenting on the varying standards of school 
libraries, that "the part lptayed by iibrar iees in ihe 
educational framework of schools falls short of 
modern requirements", and on the need for a common 
policy, the Report recommends the appointment of a 
qualified librarian within the Ministry of Education 
to provide central guidance on the design and management 


of school libraries. 
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The Report notes with satisfaction the willingness of 
the University Library, the Library of Parliament, the 
National Archives and other special libraries t+ make 
their resources available "beyond the conf*ines of their 
respective institutions", Government libraries, the 
Report adds, are "a part of the national library system _ 
of the country" and contain "an important element of the | 
national bookstock both in terms of numbers and quality". 
The Commission endorsed criticisms made of Government 
libraries in the Tate and Burke reports of 1966 and 1967, 
and welcomed the decision to appoint a Chief Government 
Librarian to advise Departments:on the administration and 
Supervision of their libraries. 


Concluding their review with the comment that "Rhodesia's 
iibraries are in a backwater and it is high time that they 
emerged from this position", the Revort ascribes this 
State of affairs to the lack of any organisation "which 
brings all library facilities ine thet country within the 
compass of an over-all scheme", The ideal national 
library system seen by the Commission is "an integrated, 
linked network of libraries" fulfilling between them 
all the library needs of the country, not as "a consolidated 
entity" vbut with each sector of library service working as 
"a component of a system and not as a watertight compartment". 
mie public Library system would be one part of the system, 
and it is this that the Report proceeds to examine in 
etaiivoon! 7 


To promote the desired co-ordination among libraries 
of all kinds, the Report recommends the establishment 
of a National Library Council responsible to the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs. The Council would promote co-operation 
between all classes of libraries, encourage local authorities 
to promote public libraries "in partnership with a national 
public library service", stimulate public interest in 
libraries, advise the Minister on the allocation of grants 


to public libraries and on library matters generally. 


The Commission recommends for Rhodesia National Public 
Library Service on the model of the provincial library 
Services of South Africa, embracing all but the largest 
Subscription libraries, in effect those in Bulawayo and 
Salisbury. "The money and effort invested in existiong 
libraries", states the Report, "is largely unproductive 
in terms of social and educational advancement". 


The National Public Library Service would operate a 
centralised book selection and distribution service, 
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supplying books fully classified, catalogued and 
labelled ready for Library shelves to participating 
libraries through ré gional centres. Its headquarters 
and regional centres would provide professional guidance 
to smaller libraries, establish centralised book repair 
facilities, and generally reinforce local facilities. 

It would make possible the movement of stock from one 
library to another in order to afford Ver Le tye. 


bookstock to smaller libraries. 


The Commission has been at pains to emphasise the 
voluntary nature of the scheme, and "to -make it 
abundantly clear that there would be no compulsion 
on any individual library to affiliate to the national 
library service". Libraries wishing to affiliate 
would be required to comply with set standards of 
Library premises, equipment, staffing and operation, 
varied "according to the needs of the society serveadioy,. 
each) Library és ous, "would retain their present sutonomy 
and identity", managed by their present library 


committees. 


The Commission studied the subscription library 
system and noted that in most advanced countries public 
libraries are free. Whilst commending the spirit of 
self-help which had. played an important part in 
developing libraries in the past, they concluded that 
"libraries are no longer institutions only for those > 
who can afford to ‘pay", that “industrial, technological 
and. cultural development tends to be inhibited" by 
the subscription system, and that "in relation to 
expenditure of money. and effort, the free library system 


confers the greatest common benefit". 


The Report therefore recommends that affiliation by 
public libraries to the National Public Library Service 
should be conditional upon subscription-free membership 
‘being open to householders and their families in the 
areas served, but suggests that pay collections be 
considered for "mary, of, the more popular lighter works 
of fiction" the purchase of which from public funds 
could NOL, De austwt ao. | 


In the light of these recommendations, the Report 
notes that "the National Free Library in its present 
form can be justified only for as long as public > 
subscription libraries continue to exist as isolated 
and unco-ordinated units", and suggests that "in the 
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context of a national public library service, the 
National Free Library, as now constituted, would be ¢ 
superfluous". In these statements, the present dual 
channel of library service to the public is questioned, 
and the very future of a library which, we believe, has 
filled a most essential role on the library scene for 
more than a quarter of a century, is placed in the 
melting pot. We therefore quote the Commissioners' 


conclusions in some detail. 


The Commission considered two divergent courses 

the future role of the library could take. "The Library's 
function as a source of serious non-fiction for loan to 
approved borrowers", the Report states, "would eventually 
Gisappear. The Library could then concentrate on other 
specialized fields of library endeavour — such as 
compilation and maintenance of union catalogues; acquisition 
of special collections... and in the fullness of time, a 
emerge as a recognized State Library; or the Library should 
become the headquarters of a national public library service 


and also the headquarters of the first regional scheme". 


It:is- coneluded that  .tne first course would “relegate 
the Library for some time to come to a position of minor 
consequence and deprive the proposed national public 
library service of importent resources", The Nat ional 
Free Library is seen as having "suitable premises, 
capable of. extension, to accommodate both the national and 
regional headquarters of the proposed service" and "a_ 
nucleus of both professional and experienced staff". 
Incorporation of the National Free Library would ultimately 
lead to a saving of public funds, and the national, inter- 
library loan service operated ‘by the National Free Library 
is seen as "an eminently appropriate function of a national 


headquarters". 


In consequence, the Report recommends a National Public 
Library Service under: the charge of S Director of Library 
Development, appointed within the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs, with its headquarters at the Dugald Niven Library, 
the present premises of the National Free Library in 
Bulawayo. Believing that the provision of a comprehensive 
national public library service could only be achieved 
over a pericd of time for reasons of finance and training 
of staff, the Report recommends a pilot scheme in the 
Matabeleland region, extended to include Gwelo and Fort 
Victoria, with other regions serving Mashonaland and the 
Eastern Districts following later, based on Salisbury and 
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Umtali. In terms of these recommendations, the Dugald 
Niven Library would "double" as national headquarters: 
and regional headquarters for Matabeleland during the 
pilot scheme, continuing existing services to areas yet 
to be served by a library region. 


The cost of the scheme, when fully in operation, is 
tentatively estimated at %260 000 annually. It would 
pe, implemented. in three phases, the first adding | 
$37 000 for headquarters establishment and the National 
Library Council to the present cost of operating the 
National Free Library, also $37 000. The second phase, 
the Matabeleland pilot scheme, would cost $45 000 
additionally, including %20 000 for bookstock replenish- 
ment, and the third phase, covering. the further ‘two 
regions and grants which the Commission reeommends 
Should be made to African libraries in Salisbury and 
Bulawayo, would add #144 000, including a further 
¢40 000 for bookstock. Government grants now paid 
direct to subscription libraries would be absorbed into 
the ‘costyot sthe “eservice. 


These costs represent the Government contribution to 
public libraries. Noting a "reluctance by local 
authorities to accept public libraries as a civic 
responsibility", and that they “appear to absolve 
themselves from serious participation in library 
development", the Commission insists that they must, 
in future, "contribute more generously" and that the 
scheme depends upon "increasing financial participation =~ 
by local authorities", which “would be primarily directed 
towards the provision of basic facilities such as buildings, 
equipment and staff". 


The relative financial strength of local authorities 
is, however, taken into account, and population is 
suggested as the best yardstick. "The larger the town 
or community served by: the local authority, the 
greater must be its proportionate contribution... 
Conversely, the smaller the town or authority, the 
greater must be the proportion of State assistance”. 


As regards public libraries in European centres, the 
Report suggests that the cities of Salisbury and Bulawayo 
Should accept total responsibility for public aid to their 
libraries; that in Gwelo and Umtali, local authorities 
should participate to the extent of 60 per cent. of 


ix 
costs, the National Public Library Service making up the 
balance mainly with bookstock service; that in Fort 
Victoria, Gatooma and Que Que, authorities should 
provide 50 per cent.of costs, the National Public Library 
Service making up the balance with bookstock service 
supplemented by cash grants-in-aid; and that in smaller 
centres, authorities should be responsible for only 
7O per cent. of costs, the balance being provided by ‘the 
National Public Library Service in bookstock and cash grants. 
African township libraries would similarly be aided through 
the National Public Library Service except in the case:of 
those in Salisbury and Bulawayo. These, like the main 
public libraries in the cities, the Commission envisages 
as continuing to operate outside the National Public Library 
Service as fully independent services, but with cash grants 
in-aid. 


The implications of the Report are far-reaching and 
affect, in one way or another, the National Free Library 
and every publicstibrary “in thescountry. » Lt is not the 
purpose of this article to comment on the Commission's 
findings at thigistage. Its.aim is to-explain the 
Report toclibrary users who'will, to a greater or lesser 
Geeeee, 86.4. tcereu by the deliberations on the future 
of the public library system which must follow presentation 
of the Report to Government. 


The recommendations of the Commission, in their broad 
sweep and in their detail, will be under close scrutiny 
by the various authorities, libraries and organisations 
concerned during the. coming: months. ~Uhe’ Board. of ‘the 
National. Free Library, which has a central place in the 
Commission's proposals, is giving serious thought to 
these and to the future of the library in the context of 
the pattern of development. recommended. Its views will 
be conveyed i'tc the authorities and made Known at the

In his somewhat short chapter on Sino- Soy ice relations 
Sir William Hayter stresses. that sal though there..1s 
some tension between tne two Communist super-powers- 
they are still fraternal socialist states, and quotes 
two highly, significant extracts from recent government 
policy statements which, almost identical in tenor, 
demonstrate that ,in‘tspbtecofh the préesentevension 
between the two governments they still intend to strive 
together for closer understanding. He dismisses any 
possibility of an all out Sino-Soviet war, and dismisses 
any suggestion of Western -interference to ease. the 
situation such as proposed by Salisbury and others.

century has been mentioned recently in these columns, 
and the review of recent library development which . 
accompanied it should have done something to dispel 

this idea. Progress in library technology, forrit is 

a technology, firmly based on scientific principles, 

has been substantial over the last decade, and the 
profession has not been slow to utilise the benefits Or). 
advances in technology developed in other fields, to 
relieve the tedium of some of the necessary "housekeeping" 
tasks of a library's work, and to facilitate the flow of 
information from page to reader, which is the "raison 


d'etre" of librarianship. 


Any junior assistant in any library, however small, 
will agree that one of the most time-consuming and 
least enjoyable of library duties is the recording of 
loan and return of library materials and the We ley: 
necessary task of reminding a very large percentage of 
the borrowers that their loan time has expired, '. The 
advent of punched card technology has enabled many 
libraries to automate these procedures, one proficient 
punch operator recording reader's name, the book's 
title and number, and date borrowed, overdue notices 
being produced automatically from the file of loan 
transactions, and records cancelled by recording the 
details of books returned and automatically withdrawing 
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the corresponding cards from the record. The chief 
disadvantage of this system is the capital cost of the 
equipment ‘which few libraries can afford, and unless 
utilised for other library activities, the small amount 
of time for which it is used renders this activity 
uneconomical. However, libraries which form a part of 
a larger organisation possessing such equipment, é€.g-. 
the Treasury section (or a CL ty. Council! or Government 
department ,:or: the accounts section of a scientific 

or industrial concern, have used thése facilities to 
advantage, having.a regular period assigned to them 


forthe Sie taetel card-processing. 


». Mechanical ° and electronic aids have also been 
introduced to éliminate the problems caused by the 
distances between the stock and the service points of 
the larger libraries and those whose collection is 
stored in various buildings in a wide area, e.g. a 
university's various faculty libraries and a large 
corporation's divisional libraries. The National 
Lending Library for Science and Technology in Great 
Britain, which covers many ACES, has installed an 
automatic conveyor system with moving trays suspended 
at shoulder height, which despatch requests to the | 
various locations in the library, the assistants on 
duty throughout the building returning the requested 
material without having to travel more than a few yards 
from the shelves to the’ next approaching tray. The 
books and periodicals, when. they reach the. end of the 
circuit, are automatically unloaded on to a conveyor 
belt, which transports them to the peg ting and postal 
department. 


Closed circuit television installed throughout 
the departments of some of the larger university 
libraries enables researchers to consult material 
stored in other faculties, without having to. travel the 


sometimes large distances separating them. 


It is however in the field of information that the 
most. spectacular developments in the use of mechanised 
and electronic techniques have taken place ana aT 
back as 1948, the Royal Society Scientific Information 
Conference viewed with concern the rapidly increasing 
world output of scientific and technical literature, 
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and the almost impossible task librarians faced in 
acquiring, evaluating and disseminating this information 
to their readers. Such has been this growth in literature 
output, often referred to as the “information explosion", 
thet it has been calculated that one scientist,’ concentrating 
only on those books, reports and periodicals directly 
releved 0 ‘hisgmeld could spend all_his working hours 
selecting and identifying the papers and articles which 
would be essential reading for his particular area of 
research. Even this woyld not take into account the 
phenomenon of "bibliographic scatter" a term coined by 
one S.C. Bradford, an information scientist, who noted 
that a large percentage of: material relevant to a 
particular field is to be, found in periodicals: which by 
their titles should be expected to confine themselves 

to another area. .-Thus a nuclear scientist particularly 
interested in the use of radio-isotopes would have to 
consul ournalmeon medical, “biological ‘and agricultural 


science to ensure complete Coverage. 


The way was paved towards computerisation of 
information services by the development of new iride xing 
techniques which involved treating a subject not as a 
whole, but as an amalgam of individual elements. One 
such system, known as co-ordinate indexing has been in 
use. for many years and lends itself particularly well 
tO incorporation in a computerised service. Whereas 
using a traditional classification scheme a document 
entitled "Irradistion of erain Silos to inhibit weevil 
infestation" would be allotted a specific classification 
number, 4 librarian using the corordinate indexing 
System would prepare a large card with many hundreds of 
numbered squares, each number representing a particular 
element of a subject. Thus holes would be punched in 
the squares allotted to “irradiationi Porelnitewe Lost 
“weevil" and "infestation". As each document is.so 
processed it and its index card are given the same 
number, thus building a collection of consecutively 
numbered documents and a parallel. file of consecutively 
numbered cards. 


A reader requiring information on "weevils" or 
"weevils in silos" or "irradiation of grain" will be 
able to retrieve all the documents in whose titles these 
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terms appear including the one described above, by 
consulting an alphabetical list of terms, giving their 
co-ordinate index numbers. Obviously a more specific 
request will result in fewer documents being retrieved, 
as calling for all documents punched at the.number tom 
"silos" will result in the retrieval of information on 
many aspects of many types of silos. This system does 
not however? take Into account the vagariessol the 
“English language, where the same word in various 
contexts may’ have many meanings. For example, documents 
located after selecting cards containing the phrase 
'erinding wheels” would cover both wheels used fox: 
grinding and the process of grinding in the manufactupe 
of wheels. “This has been overcome by allocating two 

or more numbers to such words, "grinding (1)" say, for 
its adjectival use and "grinding (2)" indicating it, to 
be an operation. Occasionally a title will have to be 
expanded or rewritten as not all titles are £17) Liv. 
descriptive and some can be quite misleading. A paper 
entitled "Mingers and fpete™, describing the principles 
of some types of computers, would be completely 
irretrievable if recerded\vas such. 

The versatility of modern computers and their 
immense: capacity for the storage of millions of pieces 
or "bits" of information ‘has Ted to their use’ in 2 muce : 
more sophisticated retrieval system based on co-ordinate 
indexing principles. Many technical and scientific 
libraries have developed their. own systems with the , 
assistance of the programming staff of their organisation's 
computer section. Known as selective dissemination of 
information or SDI, .this~technique can be tailored to 
suit the needs of individual research and development 
programmes and its operation can be adapted to cater for 
differing terminologies, e.g. éhemical formulae and 
mathematical and .physical symbols. 

The first and most time’ consuming step in the 
operation is the processing of material before 
presentation of information to the computer. The intake 
of library material for the week (or month) is rapidly 
scanned and all periodical articles, report material, 
conference papers,.etc. destined for inclusion in the 
scheme are selected and the relevant information | 


reproduced, usually on punched paper tape on a special 


typewriter. Unlike the co-ordinate index preparation, 
the whole title is entered, this necessitating the 
compilation of a non-essential word thesaurus, listing 
such words as "of" “and" "preparation" "survey" and the 
thousands of others which the computer will ignore when 
asrequest for information is “made. Bach title is 
Tutneshedewithties Lull “bibliographical «citation, 1.6’.

The input need not necessarily be confined to

Publishers of some abstracting and indexing journals, 
notably “Chemical titles" and “Nuclear science abstracts" 
provide prepared computer tapes Of alu. the periodical 
titles they have covered over a period and, tthey\can .forni 
the basis of an SDI input. | 


The information bank thus formed can Loe bike ol Bes ats revo a gl 
several ways. Individual regquestsfor information, 
framed in computer-acceptable language, will result in 
a print-out of atl articles containing the elements of 
the request, giving their bibliographic citation. 
Bibliographies can be compiled to order, either on a 
| particular subject, or listing the written work of a 
given scicntist or group of scientists. By installing 
on-line consoles, teleprinter-like devices connected 
to the computer by landline, librarians in: other libraries - 
and researchers in laboratories scattered over a wide area 


may have access to the computer's services. 


A further refinement of the’ selective dissemination 
of information has been Successfully ‘introduced’ in «2 
British scientific research organisation. ycunpent 
awareness service tailored to the: individual scientists’ 
needs automatically provides each scientist with a 
printed out list of all the literature cssential to his 
particular programme which has been processed by the 
Computer in the preceding week. A separate computer 
record is. compiled, listing the individual "profiles" 
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of each research worker in the establishment and-many . 
others working in similar fields elsewhcre. A profile 
onal ote Of tne: SBCIGNLT Sti sumanc wae key-word, or 
co-ordinate-indcex type breakdown of his primary 
interests, secondary interests and any fringe interests 
which may impinge on these. Names of known scientists, 
at home or overseas; who are likely to publish work in 
these fields are also included in the profile. Hach 
week, the profiles are matched against the current 
literature input and the print—-out appears as a series 
of lists of references each headed with the name and 
laboratory (or address) of the individual scientist, 
which are then distributed to the readers, The efficiency 
of this service has been confirmed by the fact theta. 
scientists are also informed of their own published - 


material very Shortly after it appears in print. 


No automated ByYSLem Te lpertect, however, and can 
never completely replace the trained experienced librarian 
in’ assisting research and industry to make - the best .use 
of the published Liperature . Nevertheless, the 
immense amount of time saved by mechanisation and 
automation of library procedures will enable library 
Staff to give more personal attention to those many

The author, who was Native Commissioner in the 
isolated Sebungwe district in Rhodesia prior to 
World War I, has drawn on his many experiences in 
his professional and sporting life. MacaKb lod awpuae y= 0 Cskacws) 
was sparsely populated, the animal and bird life was 
extensive and varied, and much of his narrative 
consists of graphic descriptions of NUntIES expeditions.

Tracing the history of this relationship 
from the Yorld War II alliance and its immediate © 
transition to fierce competition for power and 
influence in Central ZUuroOvpe’, 


Though he detects little increase in the INCENSit y of 
the basic enmity betweén the United States and poviet 
Russia, and believes. that "rivalry is endemic to the 
nation-state system" the author describes various 
differences in the nature of.thig Conrrontation,, and 
a large part of this book is devoted to the United 
States! Kennedy administration, which showing greatest 
promise for some measure of co-existence, was. involved 
in the most potentially dangerous of all Cold War 
incidents at the time of the Cuban blockade. Mehellan 
sees hope for the future only in some form of world 
government but recounting the many failures of the 
United Nations, leads him to regard this as an 
unlikely prospect, 


In contrast, Paul Duke's book is a historical 
treatment of the similarities between the two nations, 
He traces their parallel evolution from the 18th 
century, through the age of the proletarian revolution, 
with its much more profound effects on Russian society 
than that of America, to the two nations' struggle 
for prestige and influence among the smaller nations, 
exemplified by their forcign aid programmes and 
interplanetary exploration activities. 


In his conclusion, after a discussion of the merit 
of such comparative study of history, he expresses the 
hope that the two powers, move towards more peaceful 
co-existence and co-operation, though. unlike McLellan 
gives no framework for achieving this.

When he collapsed in 1968, Salazar had rulea 
Portugal and its overseas provinces for LO iyears. 
His regime has often been accused of Fascism, and 
its overt support for France in the Spanish Civil 
War and subsequent neutrality in the Second World 
War has led to the odium with which his administration 
has been regarded by many sections of world opinion, 
To many others, his stable, if autocratic rule was 
seen as a blessing to Portugal, whose economic 
Stability can be traced to Salazar's brief as finance 
minister in thei 1920's, 


Adamant in his refusal to grant independence to 
Portugal's african territories at a time when other 
Huropean powers were releasing their colonies, he has 
been accused of brutality and oppression and been 
seen as a dictator supported by police-state methods. 


This extensive work does much to explain the nature 
of the man, and to place modern Portugal in perspective 
in the international community.

His work 
consists largely of detailed descriptions of the 
attitudes of Asian, African and Latin jmerican communities 
to Western ideas of democracy, relreion ano stechnoLogy, 
traces their historical origins, and calls for more 
imerican understanding of these, feeling that without 
such understanding, much Western activity will be 
counter-productive.

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INGMLStLOLY ma a country may be studied by consulting 
many different kinds of publications, some more accessible 
than others, the most accessible of these being recent 
analyses and studies compiled with all the benefits Of 
hindsight from written records of the period covered. 
While such works are able to give the student the broad 
view of a country's early history, they are lacking to 
some extent in the vitality ana atmosphere conveyed to 
the reader of early published accounts. Such contemporary 
publications, due to their rarity and consequent high 
cost, have normally been available only to those with 
access to the jealously guarded volumes in the historical 


collection of a large library. 


The countries of South and Central Africa have a 
comparatively short but extremely comprehensive written 
history and many of the first-hand accounts of their 
early pioneering days have attracted the attention of 
publishers in recent years, with the result that many 
19th century publications are now available in reprint 
form at normal. book prices. 


Rhodesia is fortunate in that two local publishers, 
one each in Sulawayo and Salisbury are Specialising in 
reprints of books related specifically to Rhodesia, 
while such titles form only a part of the production of 
other reprint publishers in Great Britain, thesUnited 
States and South Africa.

The Books of Rhodesia Publishing Company of 
Bulawayo has undertaken the publication, at two-monthly 
intervals, of a varied selection of Rhodesiana, from 
studies of the topography and archaeology of the’ area to 
light-hearted accounts of domestic life. Three volumes. 
of a similarly Rhodesian-orientated series, the Pioneer 


Press's Heritage series, have been published in Salisbury. 


The Negro Universities Press of New York and Frank © 
Cass & Company of London have an extensive reprint 
publishing programme, many of the titles being of interest 
to students of Rhodesian history. In South Africa reprints 
of early publications on the history of South Africa are 
produced by the State Library in Pretoria and C. Struik 
of Cape Town. 


Prominent among the first European visitors to Central 
Africa were the missionaries, whose academic background 
made them prolific recorders of the sociological and 
anthropological phenomena of the area. Two such works, 
"Hleven years in Central South Africa", by Thomas Morgan 
Thomas, first published in 1873 and "Reality versus 
romance in South Central Africa", by Dr. James Johnson, 
first published in 1893 have been reprinted by Books 
of’ Rhodesia and Frank Cass & Co. respectively. Thomas 
was one of a party of London Missionary Society mission- 
aries who established the first permanent white settlement 
in Rhodesia, at Inyati in 1859, and is generally regarded 
as the first white man to have reached the central Zambesi 
from the south. Johnson, although a missionary, had 
another motive for travelling in Central Africa, namely 
proving the suitability of West Indians for work in 
the tropics. This, and other interests in addition to 
his missionary work makes his book an interesting 
account of all facets of life in early Central Africa. 


G.W.H. Knight—Bruce, the first Anglican Bishop of 
Mashonaland. writes in detail of the early missionary 
activities of his own church and its relations with the 
Dutch Reformed Church and American missionary parties, 
in his "Memories of Mashonaland". He served as chaplain 
to the Column which marched on Lobengula in 1893 and. these 
and other events of the period are described in this 
work which has been reprinted from the 1895 edition by 
Books of Rhodesia. . 
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Closely following the missionaries in Africa, 
came the traders and in Rhodesia these were embodied 
in the all-powerful British South Africa Company. 
"The Downfall of Lobengula", by-W.A., Wills and L.T. 
Collingridge, is regarded as an official British South 
Africa Company account of the events before, during ard 
after the Matabele war of 1893. Though it has been 
dismissed by many rcviewers as a subjective apologia 
for the Company's activities during that period, it 
contains a wealth of detailed information on the 
personalities and incidents of the period. First 
published in 1894, this work has been réeently reprinted 
by both the Negro Universities Press and Books of Rhodesia. 


The problems of transport. from the railheads at 
Mafeking and Kimberley before the arrival of the railway 
at Bulawayo have been clourfully described by Stanley 
Portal Hyatt ing’The old transport road's and, Alice Blanche 
Balfour, sister of the former British prime minister 


in "Twelve hundred miles in a wagon". 


Hyatt, a trader in south-eastern Rhodesia for ten 
years, described the difficulties and hazards of transport- 
riding in the days before the establishment of the 
railway, difficulties which led to his financial ruin, 
while Miss Balfour's work consists of a detailed account 
of one journey from Kimberley to Umtali. Hyatt's work, 
first published in 1914 has been reprinted by Books of 
Rhodesia, and Miss Balfour's, first published in 1895 
-is the second in the Heritage series of reprints published 
by the FPlonesr Heaed7in<h4l1i sbur yi. 


The records of early officials, both military and 
Givilian,, form a considerable part of the written history 
of European settlement in Rhodesia. H.N. Hemans, Native 
Commissioner for the remote Sebungwe district of Rhodesia 
before World War I, in his "Log of a native commissioner", 
a Books of Rhodesia reprint of the 1935 edition, described 
his many official tax-gathering tours among the natives 
of this inhospitable area. An account of the Matabeleland 
Relief Column's expedition of 4896, together with a report 
of Rhodes' famous Matopos indaba by the only journalist 
present, Vere Stent, is given in "With Plumer in 
Matabeleland" by Frank W. Sykes, originally published in 
1897 and reprinted in 1969 by the Negro Universities Press. 
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Frederick Courteney Selous, the leader of the Pioneer 
Column to Mashonaland in 1890, was a military commander 
during the Matabeleland Rebellion and an account of his 
experiences forms the basis of "Sunshine and storm in 
Rhodesia" the second edition of which, published in 
1896, has been reprinted by the Negro Universities Press 
and Books. of Rhodesia. Selous was a naturalist of some 
repute, 4nd in "A hunter's wanderings in Africa" published 
in 1881 and reprinted by Books of Rhodesia, he has 
assembled a wealth of information on the birds, animals 


and flora of the areae 


Two further studies of the natural history of 
Rhodesia have recently been reprinted from early 
publications. "African nature notes and reminiscences", 
by F.C. Selous and "Matabeleland and the Victoria Falls" 
from the letters and journals of the naturalist Frank 
Oates, are volumes I and IIT respectively of the Heritage 
Series, Oates' work also having been reprinted by the 
Negro Universities Presse An archaeological study of 
Mashonaland, concentrating particularly on the Zimbabwe 
Ruins, is J.T. Bent's "Ruined cities of Mashonaland" 
reprinted from the 3rd edition of 1896 by Books of 
Rhodesia.. : 


The recent increase in the reprint publishing activi ties 
of publishers with an interest in Africa is a welcome one, 
enabling many newly established libraries to form a basic 
Stock of Rhodesiana, and allowing older libraries to 
replace or preserve their own original copies... It. dsmeo 
be hoped that such publishers will receives Sul lacrems,

On. this oceasion,othe vigilance of library starr 
at the counter saved inconvenience and disappointment 
to the next library user to ask for the book involved, 
the chief harm resulting from such thefts usually 
being felt by a subsequent reader denied access.to the 
book when it is found to have been stolen.

This book is intended for those with little or 
no scientific knowledge, and describes and attempts to 
explain in detail the natural phenomenom known:\as 
periodicity, or morecommonly; the biological clock. 
It is this phenomenom which enables animals and, 
insects to "remember", sometimes to the nearest minute, 
‘precisely when to visit a particular place to feed 
on other animals and insects-who, by reacting to 
their biological clock, will be-in a certain place at 
a certain time.

In July, the library was-fortunate to have second 
choice, after the National Archives, in the selection 
and purchase of a collection of secondhand Rhodesiana 
and Africana books and pamphlets offered for sale by a 
member of a pioneer family. 


ine result was the acquisition of just over one 
hundred rare and antiquarian publications which appear 
in the list of additions to stock included in this 
issue. The prize acquisition was a’copy of Narrative 
of an expedition to the Zambesi and its tributaries, 
by David and Charles Livingstone (London: John Murray, 
1865). In terms of representation in stock of the 
works of a single author, the most welcome purchase 
was 16 titles, including poetry and fiction, by Arthur 
Shearly Cripps to add to the four books previously 
held in “stock. 


The library was also able to add works which had 
long been the subject of requests which had proved 
GiiT i culgewo nest Owing to the scarcity of copies 
available in libraries. These included three books on 
the Mashona by Charles Bullock, and three books and 
two pamphlets by F.W.T, Posselt, whose contributions to 
anthropological knowledge whilst working as a native 
commissioner are now regarded as classics. A further 
four titles by Stanley Portal Hyatt, whose The old

transport road has been published in the Rhodesiana 
Reprint Library, were also added. The library was able 
to replace a lost copy of A guide to mining in Rhodesia, 
by the late Frederic P. Mennell, in whose honour the 
geological gallery at the National Museum is named, and 
acquire for the first time a copy of his scarce Rhodesian 


miner's handbook. 


The library, foundéd at the close of the secong 
World War, was for long poorly equipped with carly 
Rhodesiana,: and had to rely almost exclusively on the 
occasional willingness of other libraries to supply rare 
books through inter-library loans when required. The 
overwhelming majority of works required were, however, 
stocked only by libraries in Salisbury and Bulawayo, 
where they were kept for consultation only in the 
libraries concerned, — 


Through the years, the library has acquired, slowly 
and on a small scale, early works required by students 
of Rhodesian history and literature, and the number of 
titles stocked has been boosted in recent years by the 
activities of reprint publishers referred to in our 
last issue. The new purchase provides the library with 
a sufficient nucleus of Rhodesiana to justify bringing 
together copics of books and pamphlets of Rhodesian © 
content, other than purely technical material, into- 

a Rhodesiana collection which can be made available 
throughout the country by inter-library loan, and, in 
some cuses, by direct-loan to borrowers, enabling the 
library to fulfil, in respect of Rhodesiana as well as of 
other books, its function of bringing the resources of 
the kind of libraries found in Salisbury and Bulawayo to 
readers wherever. they may live. 


The Rhodesia Library Commission has recommended the 
setting up of a national public library service to serve 
the whole country outside the two main citiés,. and 
proposed that the National Free Library should occupy a 
central position in the new service. The establishment 
of a Rhodesiana collection at the National Free Library 
as part: of 10s Gentral “study colleciione -wiliieenricn. 
the future national public Library service, if the 


recommendations of the Commission are implemented.

Poetry, prose, 
proverbs, riddles and even drum language all find 
a place in this comprehensive survey. One is tempted

His claim to have discovered the source of the Nile 
whilst Burton was immobilised with fever caused a 
bitter rift between the two men. In a further 
expedition Speke reached the court of Mutesa I, King 
of Buganda, with whose help he found where the Nile 
flows out of Lake Victoria Nyanza, returned home and 
published his famous Journsl. He died tragically in 
a shooting accident ‘on the eve of a public debate 
with ths still disbelieving Burton... Mr. Maitland 
has written the first full-length portrait of the 
courageous explorer.

Interest in the steam-powered car, which had 
a short heyday during the early years of motoring, 
has recently revived at a time when governments have 
become increasingly concerned about man's pollution 
of the atmosphere, especially in the United States, 
where alternativés to the internal combustion engine 
are being urgently sought. In 1969 a report to 
Mayor Linsay of New York concluded that "the

combustion engine exhaust pipe has replaced the smoke- 
stack as the greatest producer of air pollution".

The author, who is well-knownfor his books on 
British railways and railway engineering, confesses 
to having been tacken aback when asked by his 
publisher to embark on a major description of the 
world's railwayse In Southern Africa, he found, the 
history of railways was "to a remarkable extent" the 
history of the sub-continent itself; only in the 
Cape Province did history extend back more than a 
century before the coming of steam, and so much was 
this true of Rhodesia that Mr. Nock had to prepare 
himself by reading a number of biographies of Cecil 
Rhodes. A technically knowledgeable old hand at 
railway history, the author has produced a creditable 
and well-illustrated story of the railways, past and. 
present, of South, Africa; Rhodesia, Ugandarand 
Kenya. Four volumes to come will cover Australia, — 
Burope, North America and Asia.

Librarians are employed by a diverse range of organ= 
isations, serving the general public, students, industry, 
research, management and a host of other general and 
specialised users. There is a vast difference between 
the day to day activities of say, a children's librarian 
in a city public library, and the librarian of a large 
chemical corporation's research department. Nevertheless 
there is a common factor which unites all librarians, in 
that their task is to satisfy a demand for literature in 
one form or another to a particular individual reader or 
Specialised group of readers. The techniques and (itie ““c 
discipline necessary to the carrying out of this task 
are similar - only the materials and the consumers vary= 
and this similarity and the resultant community of 
interest has led to the establishment of many local, 
national and international organisations ae all 
facets of the profession. 

Foremost among these are the national library 
associations, one of the oldest being the Library 
Association, established in London in 1877. This 
association was granted a Royal Charter by Queen Victoria, 
and the list of purposes and powers outlined in it i's a 
useful summary of the responsibilities of such an organ- 
isation. 

Basically its responsibilities are the examination 
and cértification of library workers, the accumulation 
and disesmination of information concerning libraries, 
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and the establishment and propagation of general 
standards in librarianship. -With the emergence in 
English-speaking overseas territories of national 
schools of librarianship and the introduction of 
graduate courses in librarianship in British 
universities, the Association's role of chief 
examining body in librarianship is falling away to 
some extent. 

As the Library Association developed, the 
membership extended:.to embrace more and more branches 
of the profession and groups of librarians with a 
common interest found it convenient to form sections 
of the Association in which problems peculiar to their 
interest could be discussed more intensively than in 
the larger forum of the Association as a whole. There 
are now cight of these, and two separate sections, the . 
_ Association of Assistant Librarians and the Cataloguing 
and Indexing Group, to attract members from all types 
of libraries. eae 

The Association is also organised into regional 
branches within the United Kingdom, area and national © 
meetings and conferences being held from time to | a 
time on topics of local, national and ispecialiueaw 
interest to its members. } 

Although there has existed in Britain’ singe 1950 
a Reference and Special Libraries section of the- 
Association, this was preceded by the founding ive 
192h of the Association of Special Libraries and 
Information Bureau, now known as Aslib, which has 
established itsclf as the principal focus Oto Une 
special libraries in the United. Kingdom. Its initial 
aim was to "take all knowledge for its province", but : 
science and technology have proved to be the chief 
fields for its activities. Its services to member | 
libraries at home and overseas are many and varied. 

It supplements the information services of its membe- 
libraries by organising co-operative services and by 
corporate activities such as meetings and conferences. 
One of its more important functions is the provision 
of an enquiry service providing information on 
technical, economic or other specialised subjects. 
Information is not necessarily given by Aslib, but the 
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enquirer is referred to published literature or put in 
touch with other sources. of information. 


The library associations of various countries have, 
over the last forty years, banded together to form a body 
which is now known as the International Federation of 
Library Associations. With the growth of international 
co-operation among libraries, and the increasing need for 
standardisation of library techniques, including interloan 
methods and cataloguing rules; tthembPederation has become 
an important forum for the international study and dis- 
cussion of these and similar topics of common interest to 
libraries in different countries. 


A more specialised international body, the Inter- 
national Federation for Documentation, was founded in 7 
4895 as the Institut International de Bibliographie with 
the ambitious aim of compiling a comprehensive world 
bibliography in card-index form. Even before the present-— 
day information explosion this project ran into financial 
difficulties just after the First World War when fourteen 
million cards had been produced, and had to be abandened. 

A by-product of the scheme; however, was the Universal

the Dewey Decimal Classification ccmmonly used in public 
libraries. The U.D.C., a considerably more complex classi- 
fication adapted for use in scientific and technical libra- 
ries and for the arrangement of documents, is’ maintained 

by the International Federation for Documentation, which 
also studies problems of bibliography, copyright and mechan- 
ised information services, and concerns itself with the 
training of persons employed in documentation. 


Rhodesian librarians are united by the Rhodesia Library 
Assoviation, which was founded in 1959 es the Library 
Association of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and succeeded an: 
earlier Central Africa Branch of the South African Library 
Association. The major achievement of its predecessor was 
the survey of Central African libraries published in 1954 
as the Varley Report. The most noteworthy success of the 
Rhodesia Library Association, which is due to hola its 
Annual General Meeting and Week-End Conference in Bulawayo 
in April, 1972, may well be the appointment of the 4970 
Rhodesia Library Commission, for which the Association had 
pressed. Be that as it may, the Association has grown into 
an increasingly active body striving to improve Rhodesian 
librarianship in all its aspects,

.Parliament, was organising secretary of the Responsible 
Government Association in Rhodesia towards the end of 
the Charter Company's administration. She was an 
ardent campaigner for self-government and against the 
proposals for the amalgamation of Rhodesia into the 
then Union of South Africa, which were defeated by 
means of a referendum in 1923. Much of her work is 
descriptive of her campaigning on this issue, and 

her study of the character of early Rhodesia and its 
settlers gives an insight into the reasons for 
Rhodesia's stormy relations with the British government 
both then and now. This book is one of the many made 
available through the reprint publication activities 
of Books of Rhodesia in Bulawayo. 


ROBERT'S PEOPLE: the life of Sir Robert ‘Jilliams,- 
bart., 1860-1938. By Robert Hutchinson and George 
Martelli.

sir Robert Williams, a close associate of Cecil 
Rhodes, was an influential figure in the development 
of Central Africa. He was ‘responsible for the 
building of the Benguela Railway linking the Katanga 
Copper fields with the Atlantic coast of Africa. He 
is credited with the discovery of the copper bearing 
region running along the border of the then Northern 
Rhodesia and Katanga, and together with King Leopold 
II of the Belgians, was co-founder of the giant 
Union Miniere Company of Katanga. The author provides 
many interesting insights on such characters as Rhodés, 
King Leopold and Leander Starr Jameson,.. and includes 
an account of an exchange between Williams and 
Jameson, Williams advising the latter against raiding 
Johannesburg.

THE SLAVE TRADE: the story of transatlantic slavery.

"I have not enjoyed writing this book", writes Dr. 
Ransford in his introduction to his account of the 
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rape of Guinea and its consequences in the Americas 
and the modern world. Conservative estimates put the 
number of Africans torn from their homes to be 
transported across. the Atlantic into slavery at between 
fourteen and twenty million. Even in an era of wide- 
spread cruelty, the institution of slavery could not 
be sustained without oppressive brutality. Dr. Ransford 
recounts the horrors of the middle passage across the 
ocean; the lot of the slaves as chattels in the 
Caribbean, North America and Brazil, where a little- 
known kingdom of runaway slaves flourished for nearly 
the whole of the 17th century long before the bloody 
Haitian revolt of 17913; and the quickening conscience 
that led to final abolition. Not all was loss for the 
descendants of the slaves.: If a century and a half 

of Negro rule has failed to bring prosperity and 
happiness to Haiti,’ the Negro’ in the U.S.A. “enjoys 4 
better physique than his counterpart in West Africa 
and prospects of living standards the latter can only 
envy, but the’ price paid by his forebears was a 
Lerribve one wndesd'. 


THE BRITISH IN AFRICA. By Roy Lewis and Yvonne Foy.

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BOARD COMMENTS ON LIBRARY COMMISSION REPORT 
EE i UOMO LON REE ORL 


In his report to the Minister of Internal Affairs for 
the year ended 30th June, 1971, the Chairman of the Board 
of the National Free Library, the Hon. Mr. Justice JeM. 
Greenfield, C.M.G., gave the following account of the Board's 
dealings with the 1970 Rhodesia Library Commission and of the 
reactions of the Board to the Commission's recommendations: © 


"The Board welcomed the report of the Rhodesia Library 
Commission and approved the broad scheme of public library 
development which the Commission recommended to the 
Government. It has, however, been concerned throughout to 
ensure that in the much-needed development and expansion 
of the public library system of Rhodesia the role of 
Government and of public authorities should be seen as 
being to foster and finance libraries to enable them to 
meet the educational, economic, social and cultural well- 
being of the country and its peoples, but not to provide 
funds for the purchase of books for light reading. 


With the need to co-ordinate the resources of libraries 
of all kinds in the national interest the Board is in 
complete agreement. Indeed, the library, by the very 
nature of its activities over a quarter of a century, has 
been in the forefront of moves to promote co-operation 
among libraries. 


The Board is likewise in agreement with the need to 
rationalise the public library system, at present com- 
prised of a large number of separately operated and unco- 
ordinated units, many of them falling far short of the 
Standards of bookstock and service required under modern 


a Mu’ 
conditions. Nontheless, to ensure that the public Library 
system of Rhodesia realises its potential for national 


welfare, the Board considers the purpose and directiom of 
public library development to be of paramount importance. 


In written evidence submitted to the Commission in June, 
1970, the Board stressed the important role of the library 
in promoting the widespread reading of cultural, scientific 
and educational books and in ensuring for the public of 
Rhodesia, through its activities as national centre for 
inter-library loans, the widest possible access to 


informative books. 


The Board put to the Commission its view that the 
ability of the library to fulfii its functions was handi- 
capped both by shortage of funds and by the lack of any 
machinery for placing its bookstock within the reach of 
borrowers outside Bulawayn. It represented its view that 
postal lending was.a poor substitute for service ora 
more direct kind, drew the attention of the Commission 
for branches of the National Free Library, tome 
established cutside the major centres, and proposed a 
scheme of decentralization of its bookstock by making use 
of existing library facilities in various parts of the - 
country. 3 

At the same time, the Board expressed reservations on 
the desirability of a general free library service in all 
categories of books, urged the merits of expanding free 
service in books of a cultural, scientifie and educational 
character, and stressed the need to provide adequate | 
library service.to Africans. 


} These views. were fully discussed at a meeting of 
representatives of the Board with members of the Library 
Commission in Bulawayo on &h July, 1970, and were the 
Subject ..of informal correspondence and discussion with 
the Commission during 1970. It was in the course of these 
exchanges that two alternative future courses for the 
National Free Library were raised by the Commission, 
namely that it should restrict its activities to those 
of a state library concerned solely with inter-library 
co-operation or become the centre of a country-wide 
national public Library service on the South African 
provincial model. 


gid 

Members of the Board at its meeting on 12th November, 
1970, were opposed: to any withdrawal of its loan ‘service 
to the public but saw no objection to combining he 4 porary 
. with a provincial-type library service so long as there 
was an improvement in the supply of non-fiction books. In 
subsequent discussion with the Chairman of the Library 
Commission I stressed the Board's view that provision of 
books of -the type provided by the National Free Library 
should have priority in future library development. 


When the Board met on 31st March,: 1971, to consider the 
report of the Commission it was gratified to find that the 
Commission had rejected the notion that the National Free 
Library should stand aside from the recommended expansion 
of library service to the public: and was im favour of 
incorporating the library.as headquarters of a national 
public. library service to be inaugurated with a pilot 
scheme in Matabeleland. 


In giving general approval to the national public 
library scheme recommended by the Commission, the Board 
expressed doubts whether the type of free library service 
envisaged in the report might not go too far in facilitating 
the supply of books which were primarily of entertainment 
Value, Gspecially by..the inclusion! of fiction books in’ a 
irecveervice, ang regretted, that) then’ Commissiom had:- not 
given greater stress in its report to priorities inv terms 
of the kinds of books to be supplied. The Board thought the 
Commission may have under-estimated the need for library . 
service. to Africans.in;rural-areas; 


The Board was opposed to the establishment of a new 
administration to launch the proposed national public 
library service. It considered that the National Free 
Library is already a service of this kind in embryonic 
form and suggested that tne scheme could be inaugurated 
most economically by minor amendment of. the National Free 
Library Act and by allocating the necessary funds to the 
Boarde 


in recent yeareay othe Government has very understandably 
been unable to make available funds for the expansion of " 
libraries or currency for the import of books on as generous 
a scale as it would no doubt have wished.:The Board would 


be over-sanguine if as a result of the Commission's report

it were to expect a. revolutionary change in this position 
in the short term. The need to conserve public money and 
expend it to best advantage reinforces the opinion of the 
Board that the proposed national public library service 
should be brought into being by building onto existing 
library facilities, including the National Free Library, 
public. subscription, club and township libraries, and that 


the purpose for which public funds should be used should be 
carefully. determined at each stage. 


- ‘The Board feeds strongly that the first Pri ocrLty as les 
expand and improve service throughout the country in non- 
fiction books of the better type with the aim of providing 
2 continuing education in a world of rapidly changing 
knowledge and technology, enabling a better informed, 
skilled and culturally equipped populace to meet the 
challenges of the present and ofthe future in all ‘walks 
of life. It also thinks that only when the needs of the 
country as a whole in the most essential books have been 
met should public funds be devoted to supplying a free. 
or heavily subsidized service in books of fiction | 
generally Ora lighter categories of reading matter, 


These aims can best be achieved by providing the Board 
with the means to expand its service through a national 
public library scheme in which local: libraries participate 
by voluntary affiliation and arrange for the supply of 
reading matter of a lighter variety by means of "pay 
collections". Policy in respect of the categories of 


books retained in pay collections could be reviewed from 


time to, time in the light»of funds Available; but: the 
Board does not envisage a time when the lightest books 
such as thrillers, westerns and romances would be regarded 
a3 a valid charge on public funds. 


The Rhodesia Library Commission is to be congratulated 
for RoR Ateaioe: a searching appraisal of the over-all 
Library scene in Rhodesia and of the present state of its 
public and education libraries. The Board does not wholly 
agree with the Commission's recommendations in all : 
respects,+ but regards the pattern of public library . 
develoment recommended as forming a realistic basis for 
future development." 
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THE YEAR'S WORK, 1970-1974 


The year's work can only be assessed realistically 
against the latter half of the previous year, from 1st 
January, 1%70, after the introduction of the new library 
rules aimed to control the library's involvement Iw service 
at school level and to provide the library with increased 
security against loss and misuse of books. Thus although 
the total number of loans made dropped from 45 894 in 
1969-1970 to 34 300 in 1970-1971, there was during the 
year a steady growth of 6 per cent. in the rate of loan 
compared with that of January to June, 1970. 


The two main problems which zaused the library, after 
two or three years of close examination of causes and 
wor eects, to bring in the new rules, appear to have been 
largely resolved. The incidence of soiling and damage 
to books, and the losses suffered by the library in 
failure to return books after loan, were much reduced by 
the new safeguards in the form of a minimum deposit, the 
channelling of loan of school books through institutions, 
and the control of reading on the premises through the 
issue of readers' as well as borrowers' tickets. The 
number of books found on request to be missing from library 
shelves dropped from 19 to h6, and the number defaulted 
by borrowers fell from 183 to 14, a remarkable improvement 
when one recalls the frustration £0 library and reader 
alike when a wanted book cannot be produced to meet a 
request. 5 | 


The more serious problem which motivated the library 
-an rethinking its terms of service was the swamping of 
its postal. loan. service by unreasonable requests for the 
loan of classroom texts, a matter which could not be nea) 
regarded as a library responsibility or a service which, 
in view of the changing titles involved and the number 
of copies necessary to meet the demand even partially, 
was not one which a library could undertake. Nontheless, 
borrowers continued to register with the library in spite 
of all warnings that such service could not be given, and 
the resulting correspondence effectively clogged the 


wheels of the postal loan operation almost to the point 
of breakdown.

The exclusion, of all pupils at school up oe horn. oy 
from direct use of these’ facilities in favour of loan only 
through the schools themselves had the desired effect. 

The postal loan service was enabled once again to operate 
smoothly, and a trend to re@ress the balance between Jocal 
loan in Bulawayo and postal loan to borrowers in the rest 
of the country emerged. Whereas postal and inter-library 
loans accounted for only 19 per cent. of alli loans under 
the old system, the proportion in 1970-1971 for the first 
time exceeded twenty-five per cent. | 


The library believes this to be a move in the right 
direction and would like to see the trend continue if it 
is to discharge its national responibilities. When one 
considers the ease with which the local borrowers can 
exchange books by direct selection from the library shelves, 
and the greater frequency with which books can be exchanged 
at the library counter, the rate of postal service will be seen ti 
be more significant than a mere twenty-five per cent. 
would suggest. Postal loan turnover involves all the 
delays of correspondence, waiting for books to become 
available, and the time taken to post books between the 
library and the borrower. It is not often realised. that: 
this area of service absorbs as much staff time, if not 
more, than the quantitatively larger local service. 


A move to overcome the disabilities inherent in postal 
borrowing was the launching of a new booklisting programme. 
In addition to this bulletin, which keeps postal bore eta 
in touch with additions to the library's stock for a 
nominal subscription fee, selective guides to the stockin vari- 
‘ous subjects were’ issued unflcr the series ‘title Shelfsuides. 
The first of these, covering Production management and 
engineering, Rhodesian history and Fducation: philosophy 
and theory, had appeared by 30th June, several. more have 
Since been issued, and many more are to follow. At this 
early stage of publication, the decision as to which 
subjects to cover is very much under pressure from readers 
for lists on the topics of thir own personal interest, 
but it is hoped to cover a wide spectrum of the stock 
during the next year or so. The lists are available free 


on request to borrowers needing guidance in selecting 
books. 
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As will be seen from the article above, the Board is 
well aware that there are limits to the’ extent to which 
it can place the library's stock at the disposal of the 
public in all parts of the country through postal. and 
inter-library loan. "It represented its view" to the 
Library Commission, wrote the Chairman in the’ annual Eecort, 
"that postal lending was a poor substitute. for service 
of a more direct kind", and recommended measures to de-_ 
centralize the stock of the library through branches in 
existing local libraries. This is not to say that the 
present postal loan service from Bulawayo would be dis- 
continued should a measure of decentralization be ‘achieved. 
The hope is that readers needing to choose from an improved 
local stock of books on, say, architecture, ‘interior - 
decoration, gardening, photography, art, handicrafts and 
other topics would be enabled to do so without the constant 
heed to write to Bulawayo, whilst others with specialized 
study and information needs could continue to. be able to 
draw from. the Dugald Niven Library direct. 


A disturbing feature .of the year's operation was the 
sharp rise in the cost of books. The average cost of a 
book bought by the library has doubled since 1965-1966, 
and 30 per cent. more money in 19/70-1971 bought fewer 
books than were bought in 1968-1969. Nontheless, the. stock 
of the library reached M4 219 books and 5-200 pamphlets 
by 39th June, 1971, or well over 60 000 items including 
special collections. 3 ‘ 


It is apparent from visitors to Bulawayo that a large 
number of potential library users throughout the country 
are unaware of the facilities the library can offer, and 
visits made by the Librarian recentiy wo public libraries 
in smaller centres during a holiday tour reveal that many 
of the local libraries are not aware of the assistance 
they can call upon on behalf of their subscribers. The 
library appeals to its users outside Bulawayo to mention 
the library to any friends Who show themselves to be in 
need of the kind of books it can supply.

This collection of writings on the vernacular architecture 
of the many peoples of Africa relates their individual 
architectural styles to the environmental and geographic 
characteristics of its various regions. The structures 
studies range from the tents of the nomadic tribes of the 
Sahara to the prestigious buildings of newly independent 
African republics, and the study of the many tribal and 
family complex housing units relates their architectural 
layout to the traditional beliefs of the occupants regarding 
seniority and authority. The book is lavishly illustrated 
with aerial views of towns and cities, individual interior 
and exterior structures and diagrammatic constructional 
details. 


NITH THE MOUNTED INFANTRY AND THE MASHONALAND FIELD FORCH, 
1896. By E.AeH. Alderson. Bulawayo: Books of Rhodesia, 


This is the story of the Mounted Infantry force under 
Colonel Alderson, sent from Aldershot in 1896 to serve 

in Matabeleland during the Matabele Rebellion. The force 
went into action in Mashonaland on arrival from Beira and 
describes the five-month campaign conducted by Colonel 
Alderson, which played a major, though not final, role 

in subduing the Rebellion in Mashonaland. Its detailed 
accounts of minor engagements which were overshadowed by the 
more dramatic events of the period and the maps and 
statistical data make this work an excellent source of 
information for. the historian. The work, first published 
in 1898, is made available through Books of Rhodesia, the 
Bulawayo reprint publishers. 


THE REGIMENT: an outline of the history and uniforms of the 
British South Africa Police. By Richard Hamley. Cape 
Towns Tava Bulpin’ & Books*or Africa, 1971.9 meeps 


This history of the police forces of Southern Africa 
includes information on such little-known units as the 
Bechuanaland Mounted Police, the Rhodesia Horse Volunteers 
and many others and deals comprehensively with the history 
of what is now known as the British South African Police. 
The work is especially valuable for it has many detailed 
drawings of not only the uniforms of these forces, ut 

but their various ancillary items of equipment from hand- 
cuffs, whistles and weapons to the helicopters, motor- 
cycles and patrol-boats of today's specialist branches. 


THE ELITES OF BAROTSELAND, 1878-1969: a political history 
of Zambia's Western Province. By Gerald L. Caplan. 
Londons.0.> Hursgtee Co. 1970... 2770p. 


The "elites": of the title are the Lozi of Barotseland in 
Zambia, recently named the western province in an attempt 

to counter the tribal—based nationalism of many of its 
inhabitants, feelings which have been expressed in almost 
total opposition to Zambia's ruling political party since 
independence. Caplan traces the history of this proudly 
independent tribe and shows how its leader, King Lewanika 
allied himself with white imperialism in an attempt to 

turn this alliance to his own ends and those of his people. 
The importance to Rhodes of the pacification of the : 
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’ Province gained for its people a form of “indirect rule" 
which led to its leaders having a political power and 
influence on its later amalgamation with Northern Rhodesia, 
quite disproportionate to its population. Since Zambia's 
independence these powers of the Lozi's traditional leaders 
have been eroded, and Caplan studies the classic conditions 
which now exist to foster secessionist tendencies in the area.

| RHODESTA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION MEETS IN BULAWAYO 


The Twelfth Annual General Meeting and Week-End 
Conference of the Rhodesia Library Association was 
held at the Dugald Niven Tdbransy,of ithe National Free 
Library of Rhodesia in rent ee oe urday, 8th and 
Sunday, 9th April, attended by some’Cforty-—five delegates 
of whom nearly half were Pomel geo y. 

feey arrivals on Friday included Dr. H.J. 
Aschenborn, Director of the State Library, Pretoria, 
Mre E.E. PuGKS,. Director or. the National Archives, 
Salisbury, Mr. G. Dellar, Librarian of Parliament, 
Salisbury, and Mr. Cc. Coggin, Librarian of the 
National Archives. The tone of the week-end was set 
with a lengthy informal discussion at a Bulawayo | 
hotel on Friday afternoon of some of the problems of 
books and libraries currently affecting international 
bibliography and inter-library co-operation, and on 
the following morning a large contingent of imho ky ae patsy 
to the City set off on a tour of Bulawayo Municipal 
African Libraries and the new library of the United 
College of Education. 


The main proceedings were officially opened at. 
2.30 p.m. on Saturday by the Mayoress of Bulawayo, 
Councillor Mrs. J.L. Sharland, who is also Vice- 
Chairman of the Board of the National Free Library. 
Mrs. Sharland spoke of a growing awareness of the 

enefits of library services among Rhodesian Africans 
and exemplified this with details of escalating use 


met 


of the services provided in Bulawayo's African 
townships, a feature of which was the growing 
appreciation of fiction reading that gave the lie to 
the oft-repeated assertion that Africans read only to 


pass examinations or for ad hoc information. 


After the official opening, the guest speaker, 
Mr. C.W. Pagden, Head of the History Department of the 
Teachers' College, Bulawayo, gave a stimulating 
address in which he castigated Rhodesians for their 
general indifference to the need for preserving the 
nation's cultural heritage. Detailing the wide range 
of historical research undertaken by students at 
the College, Mr. Pagden spoke both of the value of 
the work being carried out and of the frustrations © 
confronting students in the sheer lack of archival 
and primary research material available to them. 
Rhodesia's research facilities, he said, were 


totally inadequate for a young and growing country. 


“Mr. Pagden regarded it as a matter of national 
importance that the community insist upon the 
provision of facilities for the preservation, 
proper flow and retrieval’ of material for histories: 
and cultural research, and proposed as solutions 
that the research facilities of the National 
Archives should be made available to all urban 
centres and that the recommendations of the HPs BY 
Rhodesia Library Commission should be acted upon 
immediately in order to bring Rhodesian library 


facilities in line with those of other countries. 


At the business meeting which followed the 
tea interval on Saturday afternoon, Mr. A. Harrison, 
Librarian or ythe University of Rhodesia, was re- 
elected Chairman of the Association, and Mr. G. 
Dellar, Librarian of Parliament, was elected Vice- 
Chairman whilst continuing to hold office as 
Honorary Editor of The Rhodesian Librarian. Mr. D. 
Hartridge and Mr. C. Coggin,, of the National Archives 
of Rhodesia, were re-elected Honorary Secretary and 


Honorary Treasurer respectively. The Council of the

Association for the year will comprise these officials, 
Mr. C.1l. MachLéod (National Free Library of Rhodesia) 
Pp representative of Matabeleland Branch, a réepresent- 
ative of Mashonaland Branch yet to be appointed,, and 
Messrs. E.E. Burke (National Archives of Rhodesia), 

N. Johnson (National Free Library of Rhodesia) and 
R.W. Stacey (Bulawayo Public Library), who were 

later co-opted. 


Members and guests met more informally at a cocktail 
party and annual dinner held on Saturday evening at 
the Hotel Cecil, where they were addressed in lighter 
vein by Dr. T.E.C. Harvey, a noted Bulawayo raconteur 
who had librarians squirming in.their seats with 
hopeiully spurious accounts of mutilation of books 


in the Reading. Room of the British Museum. 


On Sunday morning, delegates re-convened to hear } 
engeclscuss Sour papers on aspects of library co-< 
operation and development which were generally 
forward-looking in reconsidering the library scene 
in the light of the recommendations of the Rhodesia 
Library Commission and of the technical developments 


affecting libraries generally. 


Opening the discussions, Mr. A. Harrison, speaking 
on "Co-operative acquisition and the national bookstock", 
reviewed areas in which co-operation and co-ordination 
would strengthen the relatively small Rhodesian national 
book resources, and particularly urged the co-ordination 
of school and education libraries, ending with a plea 
for a Southern Africa region of library co-operation. 

Mr. Ne. Johnson spoke on "The relevance of new techniques 
to inter-library co-operation with special reference 

to computerised joint catalogues and telex communication", 
concluding that Rhodesian libraries should harness 
themselves to the new pace of inter-library communication 
by installing telex at major libraries in Salisbury and 
Bulawayo and at future regional centres of the proposed 
national public library service..He also suggested a 
re-examination of the inter-loan network to give 
Rhodesian libraries the advantage of the new immediacy

of book location through the South African joint 
catalogue on microfiche. 


Mr.’ C. Coggin examined "The future of Rhodesian 
bibliography in the light of recent developments", 
detailed the main gaps in Rhodesian bibliographical 
endeavour, including a retrospective national 
bibliography, an index to Rhodesian newspapers, 
and a revision of Periodicals in Rhodesian Libraries, 
gave an account of measures taken in Australia and 
South Africa to co-ordinate bibliographical work, 
and proposed that this be one of the tasks of the 
proposed National Library Council. The vital role 
of the Council was emphasised by Mr. G. Dellar in 
the concluding paper, on “The Toles oli the one poee a 
National Library Council and other agencies in 
planning, co-ordination and development”. Mr. Deliar 
surveyed the composition and functions of similar 
bodies in other countries and stressed that the 
Gouncil should be’ so composed that it would be, able 
to meet “thew varlved Ghellenvesmi oc ripe. 


In proposing a vote of thanks to the speakers, 
Mr. R.W. Stacey justly thanked a fifth speaker whose 
name did not appear on ths Proeramne’, Dre) i. . 
Aschenborn, who entered into discussion of the 
various’ topics to give delegates the ari GawOn ade 
wide experience in library co-operation at the 
international level. Dr. Aschenborn particularly 
emphasised the international plane on which develop- 
ments were now taking place, urged Rhodesian libraries 
to’ take full advantage of aids to library service 
pelne ‘produced an Various. partsvor tie -world, ond So. 
avoid dissipating their efforts, and stressed the 
importance of adopting international standards as 


a means of participating in these developments. 


A fruitful meeting ended convivially with 
visitors dispersing slowly after various social 
gatherings and a number of expeditions into the 


Matopos Hills, which bore silent witness to some of 


the most dramatic episodes of Rhodesian history.

"it is essential that we begin to look now at our 
iabrary problems in the light of the facilities which are 
about to be offered by computers", said Mr. A.J. Wells, 
General Editor of the British National Bibliography, 
introducing the Seminar on the U.K. MARC Project held 
at the University of Southampton in March, 1969. 


The-=first project for producing a machine-readable 
catalogue (MARC) record of books and other publications 
was begun by the United States Library of Congress in 
1966. The MARC project had the object of providing a 
means of communicating a bibliographic description of 
a book on magnetic tape suited to use in various 
computer systems and capable of being re-formatted for 
any library or bibliographic purpose through standardisation 
of practices, the data descriptive of each characteristic 
of a book being capable of re-arrangement and manipulation 
in a computer for a variety of purposes. In 1967, the 
Office for Scientific and Technical Information agreed to 
make money available for a parallel study in Britain 
conducted by the British National Bibliography. 


The British National Bibliography was already 
compiling comprehensive catalogues of the United Kingdom — 
publishing output and was operating a service to British 
libraries by providing them with printed catalogue cards 
for British books aimed at alleviating the burden borne 
by libraries in producing their own several catalogues. 
The enormous waste of professional staff time spent at 
individual libraries in the intricate process of cataloguing 
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much the same books simultaneously had long been felt 
to need replacement by a central cataloguing service. 


‘The value of the printed card.service was limited 
by its restriction to British publications, Larger —@ 
libraries bought a high proportion of American and 
foreign publications, and for want of standardisation 
the B.N.B. cards could not easily be incorporated into 
a single catalogue with, say, Library of Congress 
printed cards for American books. The work entailed in 
editing cards, making temporary records whilst cards were 
on order, and cataloguing the residue of books for which 
no cards were available, went far to offset the advantages, 
and it was seen that the standardisation of bibliographic 
record needed to be international. The arrival of the 
computer on the library scene stressed the urgency, with 
the result that Anglo-American co-operation in the MARC 
project was sought. 


Of course, standardisation is not easy to achieve on 
an international plane.

Cataloguing Rules although the trade will opt for 
Jeffreys and Wilson), selection of data to be included. 
in. the description, assignment of subject heading, use of 
library classification number, etc. Once standardised, 
the description has to be broken into fields, indicating 
authorship, title, subject and other factors by means of 
which the computer may be required to print out details. 


One problem of computerisation of library records was 
resolved without the need for initiative on the part of 
libraries themselves. From 1970, the book trade in Britain, 


concerned to computerise its warehousing records and book 
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order systems, adopted a scheme of standard book numbers 
which subsequently became international. Thus, the 
hardcover edition of U.K. MARC project is numbered 

0-85 362-086-5 and the flexicover edition 0-85362-105-5. 
The first digit is the group indicator O for the English- 
language group comprising the United Kingdom, the United 
States, South Africa and the older dominions. The second 
group of digits identifies the publisher, the third is 
assigned by the publisher to identify the title and: 
edition, whilst the last digit is a computer check digit, 
isee it allows the computer to detect errors in citation 
of the whole number. 


The introduction of international standard book 
numbers (ISBNs) has been a boon to libraries, providing 
the requisite universal, unique machine search code, and, 
although Rhodesian and South African publishers are too 
small to operate computerised warehouses, ISBNs have 
already made their mark in Southern Africa. They will 
in future form the basis for the tracing of wanted books 
among libraries. In library terms, the era up to 1970 


may well become known as "before computer", a secular B.C. 


Hitherto, the machinery for finding books wanted on 
inter-library loan has followed a necessarily cumbersome 
pattern. South African libraries have posted to Pretoria 
copies of catalogue cards describing books added to their 
stocks. These cards, with a note of the library concerned 
added, have been filed by author heading in a gigantic 
South African joint catalogue of non-fiction books 
maintained at the State Library. Libraries wishing to 
borrow books from other libraries have had to send an 
exact description of the wanted publication to Pretoria. 
The State Library has consulted the joint catalogue, 
ascertained which libraries hold copies, and posted the 
request on to one of these, a three-cornered, time- 
consuming process that could rarely obtain a book 
wanted in Rhodesia from South Africa in less than three 
weeks. 


The delay imposed by postal communication for the 
transmission of requests is being overcome by the 
installation of telex (teleprinter exchange apparatus) 
in larger libraries, and the National Free Library plans 
to follow suit next year. Now the means to eliminate 
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the joint catalogue centre in Pretoria from the chain 


of communication is being established. 


Last..yeay the State Library invited libraries notifying 
additions to their stocks to the joint catalogue to include 
ISBNs in the data provided; an easy matter as books 
published in the majo countries carry the ISBN on the 
verso of their title-pages. Instead of filing the actual 
catalougue cards in the card-index joint catalogue as in the 
past, the State library begen to feed thé ISBNs onto computer 
linked to symbols indicating libraries holding copies:of 
the books. Not only could the computer supply inform-. 
ation as to where particular books were held, but it 
could do something which had not for decades proved 
economically feasible from card-index records. It 
could print out the whole record of the location of 
books in different libraries in South Africa in a form 
which could be used at the various libraries participating 


in the South African inter-library loan system. 


There is to appear this year thentlirst muartveria 
issue of the new South African joint catalogue on 
microfiche, easily distributed and consulted at various 
libraries. The microfiches, transparencies Gontaliming 
compact data in reduced size read at 32x enlargement 
on a special reader, will list books by their ISBNs, 
will indicate where copies are held, and will enable a 
libraries’ in neea of copies to mrite, vor increasingly 
cea transmit a pequest by telex, direciu.to a library 
where a copy is known to be held. As some libraries, 
including the University Library and the National Free 
Library. Currentay nociry acquisitions to Pretoria, the 
goint catalogue on microfichs will increasingly serve 
as a ready means of locating wanted books in Rhodesia 
as well as in South Pea Cis 


The card-index joint catalogue will remain in 
Pretoria as a means of tracing older books,:.but will 
progressively be superseded by the new computerised 
record until, it is estimated after five years, the 
new published catalogue on microfiche contains the 
overwhelming majority of entries consulted. The National. 
Free Library will subscribe to the new catalogue and use 


it on behalf of borrowers and libraries in Rhodesia. 


Initially, the published joint catalogue on 
microfiche willyeonsi st only of ISBNs and symbols indicating 
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libraries having copies of the books to which the 

ISENs relate.: Later, the development of MARC tapes may 
permit the computer to link the ISBNs with a full 
description of the books and print out a catalogue with 
full details of the books included, In the forseeable 
future, the use of MARC tapes, providing ready-made 
catalogue information centrally produced in London 

and Washington, for British, American and other books, 
to compile the separate catalogues of individual 
libraries is likely to be limited, even though new 
Prorariégs arceiecding the results of their jown 
cataloguing efforts onto computers able to print out 
handy catalogues of their stocks... 


The computer raises long-term problems for libraries 
by posing the question whether it will eventually take 
over the role now played by books and printed publications 
themselves; whether the libraries of centuries, hence 
will be mere data banks. Assuming that the book, the 
handiest means of communicating detailed information 
or developed ideas yet devised, will be with us for a 
long time to come and will remain the principal stock- 
in-trade of our libraries, the immediate problem is 
how to harness the computer as a handmaiden to service 
in books and periodicals. 


Libraries in Britain and America have long been 
fortunate in the cataloguing aids available to them in 
the form of Library of Congress and British National 
Bibliography printed cards. Public libraries buying 
the greater part of their book stocks from the domestic 
publishing market have made extensive use of these 
cards.in their icatalogues. University and special 
libraries drawing book stock from several countries 
have not been able to derive the same advantage, and 
have had to continue the dreary task of compiling 
catalogues for themselves. Libraries as far from 
London and Washington as are Rhodesian libraries, 
importing the majority of the books they add to their 
stocks, have been wholly unable to enjoy the boor of 


offloading their cataloguing onto central agencies. 


The development of machine-readable catalogue 
records (MARC tapes) to international standards offers 
the prospect that libraries will eventually be able to 
divert the considerable staff time spent on cataloguing 
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to more productive elements of service to their - 
readers and replace the bulky card-index catalogues 
seen in so many libraries with handy computer print- 
outs reminiscent of the days when libraries could 
afford the luxury of issuing their users with printed 
catalogues.

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APPHAL FOR PHOTOGRAPHS 
TO AID HISTORY OF RHODESIA 


The National Archives of Rhodesia has made an 
appeal to the public for old photographs illustrating 
the history of Rhodesia during the last half century 
since responsible government. Recalling the publication 
in 1966 of Rhodesian epic: a pictorial history, compiled 
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by T.W. Baxter and R.W.S. Turner, the Director of the 
National Archives writes:

"action" picyures, pictures with some movement in them, 
areetew,  partweularly in rélation.to agriculture, 
mining, African people (especially in the towns), 
Spor and poligics. For .example, there are literally 
no photographs on record of any of the meetings or 
the polling in Salisbury during the Responsible 
Government Referendum in 1922.

THE BULAWAYO PUBLIC LIBRARY AFTER 75 YEARS 


The combined 74th and 75th Annual General Meetings 
of the Bulawayo Public Library were officially opened 
at the Young People's Library on Thursday, 3ra August 
by His Worship the Mayor of Bulawayo, Councillor 
H. Coronel. Referring to the 1970 Rhodesia Library 
Commission's report, Clr. Coronel admitted that 
financial support of libraries in the past may have 
peen limited. "The emphasis in these days", he cdntinued 
"is changing, and the library is recognised more 
clearly as a baSic necessity in the life of the 
commundiitre The Mayor went on to say that the Council 
had always supported the library, "but perhaps not to 
the extent that we would like to have done", and that 
the Council would look at the position again. 


In his anniversary address to the meeting, the 
Chairman of the Bulawayo Public Library, Mr. M.J.M. 
Bennett, told how in 1896 the intellectual and social 
life of the community had centred chiefly on two 
pioneer hotels, how a body of citizens had held: 37 
meeting to consider the development of recreational 
and intellectual amenities, how the meeting had sent 
a deputation to petition the Rt. Hon. Cecil John 
Rhodes to aid in promoting a public library for the 
town, and of the sympathetic hearing and substantial 
help the deputation received from Mr. Rhodes, who, 
with Earl Grey, was to become a patron of the library.

The Bulawayo Chronicle of 5th August, 1896, was 
Slightly sceptical of the project, as is evidenced by 
the following excerpt: 

‘We call the attention of the public to the meeting 
*o be held to-day, in the Court House, at two o'clock, 
in reference to the formation jofsa .public.libpnary. ang 
reading room. That such an institution is required in 
Bulawayo there can be no question, but whether the 
time is propitious for starting is another matter. 
However, a large amount of money has been promised, 
and if the movement be properly worked it should have 
a great future before it. We hope the Committee to be 
appointed to select the books, will be representative 
of various shades of opinion, and also men with a 
sound knowledge of English Jiterature. Their task 
will. be. no light one, for, the range is larce: and 
necessity of making a first-class selection at first 
is ‘patent. We should Jike to see a reatiy i pood 
reference library - a most useful adjunct to a town, 
and also a full assortment of works on South.Africa 
and the Colonies generally." . 

However, the scheme was launched, and Mr. Bennett 
reminded the meeting of how much reason there was t» 

be grateful to those early pioneers and the distinguished 
patrons. 


The first home of the library, the Chairman said, 
was the old Bulawayo Club building in Main Street, 
but the Committee lost little time in planning 
premises of their own. With the aid of a loan of 
£5 000 from the British South Africa Company, a 
library building was erected on part of the present 
library site and openec. by the Deputy Administrator, 
the Hon. Captain A. Lawley, on 30th March, 1898. 


The subsequent story of the library was to a large 
extent a long struggle against financial insecurity 
whilst improving and expanding its amenities, that the 
library was never debt-free until 1941, although the 
site had been extended and the present library building 
erected in 1934. Opening the new library officially on 
48th October, 1934, the then Mayor of Bulawayo, 
Councillor C.M. Harris, anticipated the Rhodesia Library 
Commission by more than three decades when he said 
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"T should like to see this library placed beyond the 
need for seeking financial support" and suggested that 
. the responsibility for the maintenance and efficiency 
of the library should rest with the Government or 
Municipality" by an appropriation from public funds. 


In that case, Clr. Harris suggested, library 
facilities would be free to everyone and its branches 
would be available to ratepayers. Maintaining the 
library and increasing its scope would cost very 
bittlesine verms of the rateable value or the town: 
Councillor Harris's encouraging remarks had been 
quoted at the 50th anniversary meeting, and yet, 

Mr. Bennett commented, “it is now.;. 25 years later 
and Wepece Stilt. a Privave,s library, in spite” of 
considerable progress. The library had fathered the 
National Free Library in its infency, re-organised 
and administered the Southern Rhodesia Education 
Department Reference Library, and operated the Beit 
Circulating Library for Schools. A children's 
section had been opened in 1949 and the present 
separate Young People's Library established ten years 


ago. 


Mr. Bennett paid public tribute to the man who 
guided the Public Library through half a century of 
its growth, the late Mr. Dugald Niven, C.B.E., and 
to the present Librarian, Mr. R.W. Stacey, recalling 
how Mr. Niven as long ago as 1916 advocated the 
promotion of a national State Library and in 1923 
urged the establishment of a Government Archives. 
The story of Mr. Niven's long struggle to found the 
National Free Library has been related in past 


issues of Shelfmark. 


In his concluding remarks, Mr. Bennett said 
that "one constant theme runs through the whole 
history of this library... of having to battle to 
obtain funds to keep the library going - of having 
to rely on our own membership and remain a subscription 
library". Saying that the provision of a proper 
library service for the City of Bulawayo is not the 
primary function of the successors to a small 
subscription library committee, he quoted an early 


address by Dugald Niven. 
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"The value of the public library to all sections 
of the community", Mr. Niven had said, “is obvious to 
anyone who cares to give the matter a moment's thought. 
It claims as its clientcle representatives from every 
branch and sphere of life... The idea that the library 
is merely an institution specially promoted for the 
benefit of the learned enthusiast, the literary dreamer 
and, the fiction reader, is at once exploded if wee 
review the hard-headed, far-seeing men of business 
who... Knew the enormous utility and value of 
promoting free intercourse between the people and the 
accumulated wisdom of the ages. The names of Chetham 
Mitchell, Stirling, Passmore Edwards, Greenwood and 
Garnegie, representing the expenditure of many 
millions of pounds on the work, .occur as prominent 
examples among many others of practical business men 
who have recognised the value of public ibraries as 


great educational agencies..." 


It was high time, Mr. Bennett said, that what was 
thought to have been realised a quarter of a century 
ago should now be accepted, that the provision of a 
proper library service was a Municipal or Government 
task. An encouraging reply to Mr.. Bennett's plea 
came a few days later, when the new Mayor of Bulawayo, 
Councillor ;Ralph, Harris,, son of the Councillor Haas 
who had spoken in 1934 at the opening of the Public 
Library Building, told a Lions Club luncheon qn 
44th August: "I believe the Public Library is one 
aspect of the city which should be completely financed 
by the City Gouncil.., In due course it should be 
fully administered by the Council". 


Towards the end of the meeting, a roll of honour 
in the foyer of the library was unveiled by the Town 
Clerk.of.Bulawayo, .Mr. E.o, White, O.L.M., O.BL hae 
who als+ expressed his hope. that "the library will 
receive full and complete civic recognition in the 


very near future".

SHAKA'S HEIRS, by John weet: foreword by S. Roun 
London: George Allen a yUmwin,.A.9s4 » asnteDe 


Commencing with the Zulu victory over the British at 
Isandhliwana and ending with the defeat of Lobengula's 
Matabele by the forces of the British settlers in 
Rhodesia is in effect a military history of the Zvlus 
and their Matabele offshoots. The military system 
devised by Shaka and its adaptation to, ani final 
subjugation by the European military discipline and 
weaponry are illustrated by a study of the careers 
of Shaka Vs’ Successors, Dingane, Cetshwayo, Mzilikazi 
and Lobengula. There are accounts of the many battles 
and skirmishes between the Zulus and Matabele and the 
Dutch and British settlers, amply supported by 
contemporary photographs and strategic diagrams. 

The book is based on extensive research as evidenced 
by its bibliography, and on the author's wide travels 
in Southern Africa. An interesting chapter discusses 
the structure of Shaka's military system and an 
appendix gives information on the machine-guns used 
by the settlers which proved such a decisive factor 
in the eventual defeat of the Zulu armies.

FACT AND FICTION AT URBANA-CHAM 


The legend of King Arthur and the Knights of the 
Round Table, in whom are personified the quintessence 
of the ideals of mediaeval chivalry, has been a 
recurring theme in English and Continental literature 
for nearly a thousand years. Children of past 
generations were brought up on the wondrous stories 
associated with King Arthur and his Round Table, and 
these stories have passed into British folk mythology 
along with Robin Hood, Friar Tuck,and Maid Marion, and 
a host of other characters which had become the subject 
of half-belief until vividly brought to the cinema 
Screen with a semblance of historical verisimilitude. 


The screening of Camelot may lead those readers 
who have delighted in Tennyson's superb lyric, “Ihe 
Lady of Shalott, or his longer epic, The Idylis of 
the King, to enquire into the origin, sources, 
development, and degree of historical authenticity of 
the rich body of stories which now surround the magic 
names of Arthur and Merlin, and to ponder the 
persistence of the legend through many centuries against — 
a background of obscure beginnings, Those who believe 
there is no smoke without fire will set their hearts 
against any suggestion that Lancelot was not "the 
best knight and goodliest man"; others of a more 
historical turn of mind will seek the kernel of truth 
from which the mighty theme was developed. 
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A useful starting point is Geoffrey of Monmouth's 
History of the Kings. of: Britain, written) in Latium and 
finished about the year 1136 A.D., available from the 
library in Lewis Thorpe's translation (London: the 
Folio Society, 1969). Geoffrey, who seems to have 
known well the ancient British city of Caerleon-on- 
Usk, only twenty miles from Monmouth, was probably 
a Normanised Welshman who spent much of his time 
devoted to writing the History at Oxford, and ended 
his days’ as Bishop’ of St. Asaph in Plintenire ee 
purpose, as he himself explains, was to trace the 
history of the’ Britons through. ninetsen Nundred years 
from the time of the mythical Trojan Brutus, descendant 
of Aeneas, who was supposed to have given his name to 
the island of Britain. His main sources were two 
early chroniclers, the De nxcidio Britanniac Of waiaE 
fifth century monk Gildas, and the Historia Brittonum 
of the ninth century chronicler Nennius, (but, theese 
speculation that he may have used a lost source-—-book. 


Roughly one fifth of Geoffrey's History is devoted: 
to Arthur and his deeds, and it not until we read of ~~ 
the finding of Merlin by Vortigern's. envoys, that fan 
element of the bizarre enters an otherwise pedestrian 
chronicle of events, however strange. Geoffrey 
presents: Arthur as the all-conquering British king, 
married to the beautiful Guinevere, but no Lanceian 
enters the lists. Gawain, Bedevere and Kay the 
Seneschal are there, but there is no quest for the 
Holy Grail. Arthur is notable in the chronicle for 
his other-worldliness and his identification with ‘the 
new idGal’ of chivalry, but the round table is not 
featured. He is carried off, mortally wounded, to 
Avalon, in the year 52 A.D., long before the 
existence of the splendid mediaeval courts in which 
the later stories are set, to await Merlin's prophecy 
that the British people would occupy the island once 
more under a triumphantly returned Arthur’, 


The story of Arthur was taken up by the twelfth 
century poets, most notably in the French metrical 
romance, the Roman de Brut of Wace, but entered the 
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English consciousness through the early Micdle 
English epic Brut of Layamon, written about 1200 A.D’, 
in contrast to the Norman French romances, in 
alliterative verse looking back to the Old English 
literature of pre-Conquest days. In Wace, Arthur is 
the chivalrous hero of mediaeval romance; in Layamon, 
he is the brave warrior kind of saga, The brawl at 

a Yuletide feast which led to the making of the Round 
Table is mentioned by both. 


Mythical elements were contributed by the Welsh 
Mabinogion. Individual knights gained in stature in 
such romances as the 4uth century Middle English poem 
Sir Gawain and the green knight. Sir Lancelot becomes 
the lover of Queen Guinevere in the French poem of 
Chretien de Troies.. German literature contributed 
the Cornish legend of Tristan and Isolde through the 
pen of Gottfried of Strassburg, whilst the legend of 
the Holy Grail was brought to life from an anonymous 
12th century French source by Wolfram von Aeschenbach,. 
The whole was gathered in Hnglish by fir Thomas 
Malory’in his Morte Darthur and given currency by 
William Caxton in 1485 through the medium of the 
newly invented printing press. The development of 
the body of legend in modern literature must be left 
to be expounded in an excellent reprint, ihewaAnthurian 
legend: comparison of treatment in modern and 
mediaeval literature, by Margaret J.C. Reid (1938, 
reprinted 1970), recently added to the library. 


So potent was the influence of Merlin's prophecy 
that it may well have played a part in the unification 
of England after the ravages of the Wars of the Roses, 
and contributed to the emergence of the powerful new 
nation-state of the Tudors. According to Geoffrey 
Ashe in his Camelot and the vision of Albion (London: 
Heinemann, 1971), of which there is a copy at the 
Bulawayo Public Library, Henry Tudor overthrew 
Richard III at Bosworth Field only a few weeks after 
Caxton's publication of Malory. He had marched from 
Wales under the standard of the red dragon, contrasted 
with the white dragon of Anglo-Saxon England. Henry, 
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though by no means a pure Welshman, staked an older ; 
claim to the English throne than either: Lancaster or: 
York, tracing his ancestry back through Owen Tudor. 
and Cadwallader to.the family of Arthur himself. 
Thus,. whilst his marriage to Elizabeth of York 
cemented the two roses, the Tudor myth promoted at 
the time pointed to a new Britain restored after a 
cenburyeoin turmoal, 


If the printing of Malory's Morte Darthur explains 
the currency of. the embellished Arthurian legend. an 
modern times, we must nonetheless ask ourselves how 
the deeds of Arthur and Merlin who, according to 
Geoffrey of Monmouth, never met, entered the mediaeval © 
consciousness and came to represent the ideals of the 
new feudal Europe. Equally, we must enquire how it 
was that the saga of an all-conquering British king 
was taken up, through Layamon,.as the hero .of the 
very people, the English, against whom Arthur. had 
waged such a successful rearguard campaign during 
the period of the Anglo-Saxon invasions. 


The answer may well lie in an accident of timing 
of its propagation, The Normanised Welshman who 7 
retailed the glories of his ancestors was a member of 
the new post-Conquest intelligentsia. The Norman 
French scops sang a tale of chivalry pleasing to the 
ears of the new rulers. The Fnglish, -on the other 
hand, were smarting under the heel of the connruerors 
much as the Britons, ancestors of the Welsh, had 
smarted under the assaults of the Anglo-Saxons. In 
their new subjugation, English and Welsh may well 
have joined in spirit to revere an earlier warrior 
renowned for his Hereward-like resistance to the 
invader, and one who would return to expel the 
arrogant overlords. 


To understand the English reaction to Arthur, 
we must look less to the Arthur of chivalry and 
romance than to Geoffrey's warrior king, the Arthur 
of Gildas and Nennius, set back in time to the period 


when the possession of Britain was in dispute between 


Briton and Saxon. The first major attack by the 
Angles and Saxons took place in 367 A.D.; the last 
great British counter-attack failed in 634 A.D.; 
between these dates fell the twilight of the Britons 
personified in legend by Arthur. During this time, 
the island which had shaken off the occupation by the 
Romans fell prey to Saxon and Scottish settlers.

Superficially the careers of Montgomery and Alexander 
are strikingly similar. Born of Irish parents within 
a few hours of each other, they saw active service and 
gained rapid promotion during the First World War and 
after outstanding war service between 1949 and 195 
were created Viscounts in recognition of their service. 


These two works, while illustrating these similarities, 
emphasise very strongly that in their relationships 
with their superiors and subordinates they displayed 
an almost total difference in character, Alexander is 
described as ",.. a natural gentleman, sensitive to 
other men's feelings and selfless to a fault".

Manchester shows-~ 
how the unique relationships between the successive 
heads of the Krupp dynasty and Kaisers Wilhelm I and 
II and Adolph Hitler were used to co-ordinate tne 
military ambitions of the nation and its armament 
manufacturing capacity. The story of the family's 
spectacular recovery from its frequent setbacks is 
an enthralling one. One Krupp committed suicide, 
another was sentenced to 15 years imprisonment 
during’ the French occupation of the Ruhr in 1923, 
and Alfried Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach, convicted 
by the Nuremberg War Crimes Tribunal on charges of 
employing slave labour, and bound to selling off 
75% of the concern's assets, recovered to become 
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one of the Common Market's wealthiest industrialists. 


This comprehensively documented work of over 
4,000 pages, has much of’ interest for students of 
military and economic history, and throws new light 
on the ethical implications of uncontrolled armaments 
manufacture for modern society.

| THE YEAR'S WORK, 1971 - 1972 


The year ended 30th June, 1972 was a period of 
steady growth in all aspects of the work of the library, 
with increased calls upon its local loan and reference 
service in Bulawayo, its postal loan service to 
borrowers throughout the country, and its meth 
library lending service. With a books todiiyot es 
4.9 069 books and pamphlets-at the close of the Ye, 
the library served ) Sed individually registered 
borrowers in addition to 164 libraries, firms anda’ 
Other institutional borrowers and 529 local residents, 
mainly Africans, registered for reading and study on 
library premises. The number of Kuropean registered 
borrowers increased by 36,1 per cent. from 2 OhL6 to 
2 784, whilst African borrowers increased by 43,5 per 
cent. from 375 to 538. 


The library's Reten circulation of books on loan 
showed a satisfactory increase of 41,6 per. cent. from 
j 34. 300 loans in 1970-1971 to 38 274 in 1971-1972. 
| The disappointing factor was that loans outside 
Bulawayo rose by only Li, DErPCceny aw wWallst Loca 
issues were 13,9 per cent. higher, iisiin, spitesor 
the effort made to list sections of the stock for 
the benefit of borrowers unable to select from the 
library shelves. Eleven such booklists, issued under 
the title Shelfguides, were published during the year, 
but unfortunately even at the -rate of nearly one list 
each month the library was unable to keep pace with 
the demand for lists on all manner of topics.

Inter-library loans made increased by 8,1 per cent. 
from 1 493 in 1970-1971 to 1 614 in 1971-1972, whilst 
it was necessary to draw upon slightly fewer books 
from co-operating libraries in Rhodesia, South Africa 
and abroad, 925 compared with 950 the previous yeare 
The National Free Library and the University Library 
continued to be the major providers of books for loan 
to other libraries, supplying between them approximately 
three quarters of all publications lent through the 
Rhodesian interloan system. South Africa, providing 
430 loans, continued to be the main external source 
of loan of learned and technical books. 


The average cost of books purchased during the 
year rose by approximately $1 from $4,66 in 1970-1971 
to 5,68 in 1971-1972, allowing the purchase of 166) 
books and 202 pamphlets. With 1 031 donations and — 
only 247 withdrawals from stock, the total bookstock 
increased to 43 36/. books and 5 /02 pamphlete 
excluding technical specifications housed in the 
serials section of the library. 
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UNICAT IN USE AT THR LIBRARY 


The first four microfiches presenting the South 
African union catalogue of books in its new published 
form were received at the library in November and were 
put into immediate use on the library's new Datagraphix 
44,00 microfiche reader. The four transparencies, 
between them listing nearly 8 O00 titles added to 
South African and some Rhodesian libraries, contain 
in numerical order the international standard book 
numbers of library acquisitions notified to the State 
Library, Pretoria, coupled with number symbols 
representing the libraries at which the books are 
located. The reader magnifies the microfiches h2 times 
to readable size... 


First results are most encouraging. Consulting 
the microfiches for newer wanted books bearing, 
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international standard book numbers, the library has 
been able to ascertain the location of hO per cent. 

of the requested items, a percentage which will increase 
rapidly as the record of new book locations builds with 
the issue of each new microfiche. The staff engaged 
on interloan work are excited to have this new tool 

for obtaining urgently requested books, to be able 

to know in a substantial number of instances that a 
wanted book is available in Southern Africa, and to be 
able to apply direct to a library up to 2 000 km 
distant in the knowledge that the book required is 
held there. 


Now that Unicat is in operation, the library has 
circularised Rhodesian libraries participating in the 
interloan scheme, suggesting that their new 
acquisitions be notified whenever possible by 
international standard book number to the State. 

Their inclusion in 
Unicat would render the filing of catalogue cards 
giving author and title detail in the old Rhodesian 
card-index union catalogue unnecessary, and it is the 
intention of the library to maintain the Rhodesian 
union jcatvalogue solely as a record of older books 
held by libraries or of the very few new books 
published without international standard book numbers. 
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05 NEW STOREROOM COMPLETED 


Work on a new storeroom on the upper floor of the 
library was completed early in December. The store- 
room was created by removing shelving alcoves housing 
lending library bookstock from the south wall of the 
library at the upper level and re-positioning them 
approximately 10 ft. nearer the balcony handrail 
overlooking the| well of the reading room. The . 
floor space cleared behind the lending library 
shelves was partitioned off with wood panels from 
shelf top to ceiling matching the high panelling rising 
to double storey height at the west end of thé reading 
room, and shelved with warehouse-type adjustable steel 
Shelves in alcoves along the south wall and continuous wall 


shelving along the partition, creating a stack room 
of more than 600 square ft, 


The new storeroom now houses the library's 
Rhodesiana, pamphlet, serials and technical specifications 
collections, reducing pressure on the book storage area 
above the foyer. 
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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Following the publication of an article entitled 
Camelot, King Arthur and all that in the previous issue 
of Shelfmark,. a letter was received from Mr. J. Parry 
of Salisbury: } 


Bear sar, 


I've been reading "Shelfmark No. 437" with great 
interest. There's some fascinating material on the 
Arthurian, Begends. Butit' did strike me thag 
there's a great deal of emphasis in your outline 
On the Normanized and late mediaeval-romantic 
interpretations prefaced, that is, via reference 
to all those bloodless women of the late Lord 
Tennyson. One sentence and one sentence only is 
devoted to Mabinogion (that's on page 3). But 
surely the authentic, sources of the Arthurian 
legends must be those that stem from the Red: Book 
of Sargast, and the Mabinogion itself. Don't you 
think it would be a good idea to refer students 
‘and those interested to Lady Charlotte Guest's 
admirable translation which certainly used to be 
available in the Everyman series. 


To hell with what you call on page 4 "the 
Norman-French propaganda", These are essentially 
stories of the Welsh people; and Arthur must be 
stirring in that cave in which he: is about to 
awake, when he realises that the National Free 
Library of Rhodesia is taking such a very sidé- 
long look about his origin.

The writer explains that an underemphasis of the 

Welsh origins probably springs from a tendency to 

use linguistic terminology, which classes early 
non-Gaelic Celtic place-name and other elements from 
Dyneiddin on the Forth to Penzance as British rather 
than Welsh. The writer is happy to draw the attention 
of readers to the translation of The Mabinogion by 
Gwyn and Thomas Jones which is in the library. This 
translation replaced Lady Charlotte Guest's translation 
in Everymans Library in 1949 and claims to be based on 
earlier sources than Lady Charlotte's admittedly fine 
translation. The Jones translation relies primarily 
upon the earlier White Book of Rhydderch and draws

on the Red Book of Hergest only when necessary. 


Mr. Parry's point is supported by Gwyn and Thomas 


Jones in their introduction in which they write: 


"The connexion between the three Welsh prose 
romances and the Yvain (Le Chevalier au Lion), 


Perceval (Conte del Graal), and Erec of Chrétien 


de Troyes has been long and severely debated. It 
is part of the wider issue between the ‘Continental’ 
and the 'Welsh' schools of thought. The former 
has held that Wales contributed very little or 
even nothing of importance to the Arthurian legend 
as it developed in France and Germany and then 
England, and that the credit for the influence 
exerted by that legend upon the literature and 
culture of Europe must go to Chretien and his 
disciples in France, and to Wolfram von Hschenbach, 
Gottfried von Strassburg, and Hartman von Aue. On 
the other hand, there have been many scholars to 
maintain that the continental romances were 
derived from Welsh sources, whatever the links 

and transmission. There seems:little room for 
doubt that the argument is now.swinging to the 
‘Welsh! side, and that Chretien's sources, little 
though we know of them, were derived from Welsh 
Originals. The evidence»of; comparative folklore, 
of proper names and linguistics, and what may 

be reasonably if tentatively -deduced from the 
methods of literary composition in the Middle > 
Ages, is telling with increasing. weight against 
the opposite view. The achievement of Chretien 
and the German poets is not affected by this; 
their poems stand, their influence remains; their 
contribution to the Arthurian legend is impressive 
enough, though they are denied what they them- 
selves never claimed, its origin and, fountain- 
head,"

The latest addition to the biography of Cecil John 
Rhodes is written as a study of British imperialism 
during the last three decades of the nineteenth 
century as illustrated by Rhodes' career. In the 
words of the author, "the career of Cecil Rhodes 
almost exactly coincides. with the thirty-odd years 
of the development of imperialist doctrine (and) the 
development of his thought and activity mirrors...

during those years. So far as any:'one man can be, 
he was the incarnation of British imperialism. He 
both inspired and was inspired by its political and 
social thinking... and, as time went -.on, he both 
corrupted and was corrupted by the methods and 
policies of imperialism."

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LIBR ARY ASSOCIATION MEETS IN ites oe albkINOrsy 


The Thirteenth Annual General Meeting and Week-End 
Conference of the Rhodesia Library Association was held 
at the Midlands Hotel, Gwelo, on Saturday, 3rd March 
and Sunday, 4th March, 1973, the second occasion on 
which the Association had met outside the two main 
centres of Salisbury and Bulawayo. 


The proceedings were officially opened on Sat urday 
afternoon by His Worship the Mayor of Gwelo, Councillor 
T.H. Blackburn, with the President of the Association, 
the Hon. Sir Vincent Quenet, QC. in the chair. In 
his opening address, Councillor Blackburn welcomed 
delegates to the city and expressed his pleasure that 
Gwelo had been given the honour of. being chosen as the 
venue for the 1973 Annual General Mee ting and Week-End 
Conference, 


After the official opening, the guest speaker, Mr. 

T.J.E. Bourdillon, Head of the English Department of the 

| Gwelo Teachers! College, addressed the meeting on the 

| Subject, "Western-type school - Leer ht fer, Atpica? 
He said that too often a system of schooling designed 
to operate in one culture was applied uncritically to 
people of another, and that this was the major problem 
reducing the effectiveness of education. One of the 
major tasks of education in Rhodesia is to bridge the 
gap between a system which is Western in its traditions, 
and the African children coming’ into the schools. This 
could be done by finding a place for a study of African 
culture,, and libraries, by making available books by 
African authors and on African topics, could help 
considerably towards narrowing the cultural gap. What 
Seemed necessary, he Said, was some form of library 
System to serve Rhodesia's rural communities. 
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In the business meeting that followed, Mr. Geoffrey 
Dellar, Librarian of Parliament, was elected Chairman 
of the Association for 1973. Other officers elected 
were: Vice-Chairman, Mr. N. Johnson (National Free bi 
Library of Rhodesia); Honorary Secretary, Mrs. Jd. 
Cunningham (Qucen Victoria Memorial Library, Salisbury); 
Honorary Treasurer, Mr. C. Coggin (National Archives, 
Salisbury); and Honorary Editor of the Rhodesian 
librarian, Mr. D. Hartridge (National Archives, 
Salisbury). After the business meeting, members were *. 
the guests of the Mayor at a civic cocktail party at 
the Civic Centre, and later foregathered.with guests 
at the Annual Dinner held at the Midlands Hotel. 


In the meantime, an exhibition entitled. "Books from 
Bulawayo" was mounted at the Gwelo Memorial Library by 
courtesy of Mr. W.B. Flavell, Chairman of the Library, 
whose assistance in arrangements for the week-end 
meetings had been invaluable. Three hundred books 
from the National Free Library, designed to illustrate 
the various categories of books and subject fields 
represented in the library's stock and the various 
reader interests catered for by the library, were 
joined with a further three hundred non-fiction books 
from the Bulawayo Public Library which were intended 
to demonstrate the kind of bookstock which should be 
available from the average public library. A catalogue 
of the books included in the National Free Library's 
half of the exhibition is available as Shelfguide No. 
21. The exhibition was to run until. 10th March. 


Members re-convened at the Midlands Hotel on 
Sunday morning to resume the serious work of the 
week-end meetings. Mr. A.D. Colhoun, a Salisbury 
bookseller who had kindly taken the place of Mr. Victor 
Tarica, who was unable to attend, gave a paper on book 
supply to libraries under present-day conditions in 
Rhodesia. Mr. Colhoun said that since 1965 the 
allocation of currency for book imports had been 
halved, while inflation ana other factors had more than 
doubled: the price of books from outside Rhodesia. The 
population has increased by 26 per cent since 1965, 
therefore a higher demand for books had resulted. The 
total effect was that only one book could now be bought 
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for the five that would have been bought: in normal 
circumstances. Although local publishers had worked 
marvels, publishing was not an industry where local 
substitution could have any great effect. 


Then followed two papers on library provision in 
“ATPican townships, the first by Mrs. K.V. Jessen, of 
Bulawayo Municipal African Libraries, and a second 
(which was read to the meeting in her absence) by 
Mrperdso mhussell, of Harari Reference Library, Salisbury, 
(who was unable to attend owing to her husband's 

sudden illness). Mrs Jessen described how public 
lending library services had been developed from 

small beginnings in a converted building in Bulawayo's 
Makakoba Township to a flourishing multi-service-point 
amenity operated from architect-designed branch libraries 
in Njube, Mzilikazi and Mpopoma townships. She 
exploded some misconceptions about African reading 
tastes. Contrary to popular belief, Africans do not 
only read educational books. She quoted issue figures 
of the Bulawayo Municipal African Libraries, which 
showed that 50 per cent of adult reading, snd 75 per 
Cent of children's reading was fiction books. 
Statistics also revealed how loan circulation had grown 
from 2.000 issussiin 1959 to the impressive figure of 
440 000 issues by 1972, Mrs. Jessen concluded with the 
hope that in the future there would be more concern 
Over the plight of the African reader among librarians 
in Rhodesia. Mzs. Russell st.essed the fact that 
library provision for the African population i6 .etill 
in most cases rudimentary and under-financed, and that 
the solution lay in an integrated library -system which 
would make the best use of its limited resources. 


ime final paper on the University library and its 
contribution to Rhodesia's information needs, was 
prepared by Mrs. Scott-Burden of the library of the 
University of Rhodesia and read to the meeting in 
her absence, by Mr. A. Harrison. She pointed out 
that the University library is the only one of its 
kind in Rhodesia, and should therefore be responsible 
for the needs of all researchers in the country, It 
was emphasised that the University library was not, 
and could never be, a national lending library, and 
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that the position of public libraries must be strength- 
ened to cater for the more specialised demands of 


their readers. 


At the conclusion of the’ Conference, Mr. W.85, 
Flavell, Chairman of the Gwelo Memorial Library, stated 
that Gwoelo had often been called a "lay-by with lights", 
but he hoped that it would now be remembered by 
delegates as a "lLay-by with lights AND a library". 


The Association's pioneer visit to Gwelo provided 
an intercsting and stimulating week-end of meetings and 
discussions which was both fruitful and enjoyed by all.

TEMPORARY HALT TO SHELFGUIDE PRODUCTION 


The departure of the Deputy Librarian and Cataloguer 
(reported under Appointments and Retirements below), 
coupled with the need to keep a close watch on . 
duplicating costs during the remainder of the present 
financial year, has brought the compilation of the 
select subject booklists, issued under the series 
title Shelfguides, to a temporary halt. | 


The twenty Shelfguides issued to date, excluding 
the current catalogue of the Gwelo exhibition, have ic 
made known under subject fields some 6 000 titles 
from the library's stock, or the best books among 
sections of the stock containing more than 10 000 
volumes. In spite of this progress, more than 
three quarters of the library stock remains to feature 
in they series. | 


The compilation of a Shelfguide by selective 
recoding of data from the main library catalogue, 
and re-sorting entries into an order suitable to each 
list, is a time-consuming undertaking, and will remain 
so until the computer comes to the assistance OF “tne 


library's cataloguing section. 


With the forthcoming resignation of Mrs. Marion 
Birchall, Senior Assistant in the Cataloguing = . 
Department, on transfer of her husband to Salisbury, 
coming so soon after the departure of the head of the 
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department, the compilation of special booklists over 
and above the normal cataloguing of works taken into 
stock will become very difficult indeed, and we 
express our regrets’ to all those who are still waiting 
for booklists. Compilation will be resumed as soon as 
staff is back to establishment. 


For a while, the library will be able to type only 
short lists of no more than forty or fifty titles as 
first-aid to borrowers requiring guidance on their 
subjects of interest, and such ad_hoc lists will 
probably meet the needs of a proportion of readers.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN OLD DRIFTER, by Percy M. Clark.

In the early days, records Louis Bolze in the 
publishers' introduction to the latest addition to the 
Rhodesiana Reprint Library, the port of entry to 
North-Western Rhodesia from Southern Rhodesia was the 
"Old Drift" some five miles above the Victoria Falls 
where a dozen white men, among them Percy Clark, were 
proud to be known as Old Drifters. Born in Cambridge 
in 1874, Percy Clark came to Bulawayo at the turn of 
the century to open a‘ photographic department-for 4 
local chemist. Soon he went into business on his own, 
travelling the country to take photographs, gaining 
recognition as a Fellow of the Royal Geographical, 
Society and Fellow of the Royal Colonial Institute. 
His quaint curio shop at Victoria Falls, "The Huts; 
became world famous. Sir Herbert Stanley, in his 
foreword to the original edition, found ythe poek 
characteristic of its author - "vivid, unsophisticated, 
candid in substance and in diction". 


THE COLLAPSE OF. BRITISH POWER, by Corelli Barneta, 
London: Eyre Methuen, 1972. O6l43p. 


Corelli Barnett's earlicr books on the Desert War 
and the British army were greeted with antagonism by 
older military historians, as indeed was to be 
expected when a young writer with no war experience 
joined the professionals in campaign history at 
variance with their views. Mr. Barnett has nonetheless 
persevered, and acquires new stature with the present 
study in depth of the decay of British power between 
1918 and 1945. Ascribing the cause of: Britain's 
decline to those very qualities which the British 
admired in themselves, he concludes that Churchilt 
and his government in 1940 "quite deliberately, if in 
their view inevitably, chose to sacrifice Englamd's 
existence as an independent power... for the sake of 
"victory'", and that the Second World War bought “the 
disastrous. culmination" of the long-standing "but 
unreciprocated" British belief in a special relationship 
with the United States. This is a challenging book for 
those who look back with regret on the transition from 
world power to "Little England",

Mr. Farago's task of compiling a record of the 
activitics of the Abwchr, Nazi Germamy's World War II 
intelligence organisation, proved to be an extremely 
frustrating one until, by chance, he came across a 
metal trunk of captured microfilms, which had lain 
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neglected in a loft of the National Archives in 
Washington since the end of the war, These proved 

to be a portion of the source material which he had 
understood to have been totally destroyed by the 
‘Germans to prevent their capture by the Allies. From 
the information they contained and the light they 
threw on the known activities of the Abwehr, Mr. 
Farago has compiled an extremely readable account of 
how the Germans infiltrated and destroyed the British 
espionage network and how this was rebuilt to such a 
high degree of efficiency that it was able, not only 
to counter German espionage activities but to engage 
in the feeding of importantly false information to 
the Gerwans right through the war. The incidents and 
personalities involved in Allied and German espionage 
are described in great detail, giving the book an air 
Or vaevic reality. 


INTERNATIONAL ASPECTS OF OVERPOPULATION: proceedings 
of a conference held by the South African Institute 
of International Affairs at Johannesburg; edited 
by John Barratt and Michael Louw.’

In his introduction, Michael Louw refers to a

Natal Education - 


From an article 
Onderwys Natal 
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talk prepared by the Librarian \yw 
for the Rotary Club of Bulawayo South 


In a little book which I read in my student days, 
Lionel MecColvin, then City Librarian of Westminster, wrote: 
"The first thing we should appreciate about a library 
service is this: all its functions are secondary. There 
is nothing it does or can do that is good in itself; it 
is a handmaid" | 
like roads, which serve no purpose unless they lead some- 
where to which people want to go. | 


As a service, libraries must find their justification 
in the contribution they make, if I may borrow the title 
of one of H.G. Wells' books, to "the work, wealth and 
happiness of mankind". These words, "work, wealth and 
happiness", are chosen deliberately because they range over 
the several purposes of libraries. Wo: 


Many, but by no me ans all, of my colleagues work in 
the field of public libraries, where one hopes they 
contribute to the happiness and cultural awareness of the 
reading public. | 


Even a century ago, the man of moderate means could 
not enlarge his horizons without the resources of general 
libraries. An instance of this is brought out by FYE. 
Halliday in his recent biography of the great Wessex 
novelist and poet Thomas Hardy. - Commenting on Hardy's 
arrival in London in 1862 as a young architectural student, 
Halliday writes: has 


"In this age of communication, of tape-recorder,

television and colour photography, it is not easy to 
appreciate how limited were the cultural sources within 
Hardy's reach before he exchanged Bockhampton for London. 
Although there was a museum in Dorchester there was no 
public library, so that his books were virtually restricted 
to those of his mother at home, those of the two small 
circulating libraries in the town, the few he could afford, 
to buy, and those he was able to borrow'.

At the level of public information, the image: of the 
American heroes: of Horatio Alger, striving by home study 
of books from the mechanics! library to acquire the small 
amount of technical knowledge that existed in the mid- 
nineteenth century, is still valid in Africa today. With 
its roots in the 19th century notion of self-improvement, 
the library has a distinct advantage (apologies to 
President Colin) over compulsory education: it serves 
only those who would help themselves. 


_ The average library incorporates a number of different 
functions, with the emphasis.placed on each varying from 
one library to another. The great national and learned 
Libraries, sare primarily storehouses of the accumulated 
knowledge and wisdom of the ages, as must be all general 
libraries to a greater or lesser extent. | 


The popular lending library seeks both to entertain 
and to inform, and the livelier such libraries strive to 
exploit their resources to the full in encouraging wider. . 
and better reading. In this day of the so-called 
"information explosion", and at a place and time where 
the ability to import books is limited, few librarians 
can stop short at selecting, collecting and cataloguing 
their wares. 
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The sheer flood of published thought and information, 
some 30 000 books annually from Britain, 35 000 from the 
U.S.A. and a myriad periodicals articles, place enormous 
strains on libraries. When the Science Museum in London 
transferred only a portion of its periodicals: to the 
National Lending Library for Science and Technology at 
Boston Spa about a decade ago, a complete railway train 
was needed to transport them, 


If it is out of the question for the ordinary man to 
provide his own reading needs, it is becoming equally im- 
possible’ for libraries to be self-sufficient in books, 
and it is on this note that: I would like to focus on my 
own jobe 


My first contact with libraries from the organisational 
point of view was in a field which to-day would be termed 
“remedial education". I was involved, at the close of the 
War, in a programme of regimental education introduced 
to.counter low educational standards found among recruits 
whose schooling had suffered in war-time. As a sideline, 

I had to organise a regimental library, and it was then 
that I appreciated the library as a broadening factor in 
formal education. It is by no accident that the University 


Library in Salisbury dominates the campus at Mount Pleasant. 


‘I might mention here that I had as a comrade in the 
Army Kenneth McColvin, son of the Lionel McColvin whom I 
quoted at the beginning. This connection, together with 
my terminal Army experience, led me into public libraries 
in Britain. It was the elder: McColvin who, in the same 

book, coined the aphorism "the library should have no 
| opinions, no motives, no religion, no politics, no morals". 
By this he intended a principle of impartiality and 
catholicity which most librarians in. the western world 
try to follow. 


Basically, libraries are not propaganda media but 
provide the means by which the intelligent man may’arrive at 
an informed opinion. But I would disagree that a library 
has no. motive in trying to raise, the level) of: public 
taste. Norcan it in practice give equal weight to all. 
faith and opinions, being part of. the community it must 
serve, and in this age of permissiveness I would disagree 
that the librarian does not have moral obligations. 


iv 
The laissez-faire ‘give the public what it wants’ 
approach and the influence of the welfare state led to 
a cheapening of standards in British public libraries 
at the time. After completing my studies, and an 
interesting period of developing a new suburban branch 
library, I looked for something more purposive than 


being a wholesale purveyor of lighter reading. 


My interest at the time centred on schemes of librany 
co-operation intended to enlarge the range of worthwhile 
and informative books which could be channelled to the 
individual reader. In Britain, an excellent system for 
those days had been pioneered by the National Central 
Library. 


When, after an enquiry at Rhodesia House in 1955, I 
was offered a post as Deputy Librarian to Dugald Niven in 
the infant Southern Rhodesia National Free Library Service, 
I was interested precisely because it was concerned with 
worthwhile and informative books exclusively and because 
it was a National Central Library in embryo. 


I will pass quickly over my first reactions on arrival. 
A small collection of a mere 5 O00 books, housed in the 
basement of the Public Library Building in Fort Street, 
endeavouring to make good the deficiencies at local public 
libraries throughout the whole of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 
Worse, there was no systematic basis for knowing where 
useful books were held nor for drawing on the stocks of 


longer established libraries. 


The library subsisted on a small annual grant from the 
Southern Rhodesia Department of Internal Affairs, whose 
interest was dampened by an intended Federal Government 
take-over. No financial provision had been made for my © 
Salary. 


. Nonetheless, this was:rectified, and there was an 
unspent reserve book fund, which I proceeded to spend when 
given full responsibility in 1956. A build-up of bookstock 
during the next few years brought such a response from 
library users that the Government began to increase its 
grant from year to year and money was raised for the 
present library building in Twelfth Avenue. 


But something more was needed than a build-up of 
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bookstock and an increase in funds. In his 1951 report 
on "Library service in the Rhodesias and Nyasaland", 
Douglas Varley had written: 

"There is a fundamental distinction between a country 
that has libraries and one that has a library service. 
At present the Rhodesias have Libraries, but adm tneir 
separate and uneo-ordinated state they are not in a 


position to render more than purely local services" 


The problem of co-ordinating the smaller Rhodesian 
public libraries into a viable service had to await 
the report of the 1970 Rhodesia Library Commission, and 


still awaits its implementation. 


However, the need to.weld together the resources, of 
the larger Rhodesian libraries into a comprehensive 
national -bookstock, freely available on interchange 
between libraries, became urgent when the University was 
Pounecd.in Salisbury.in.1955,..0or;the riches: of what.was- 
to become the country's largest learned library would 


not be brought in on the ground floor. 


In 1956 I travelled to Salisbury to attend my first 
annual meeting of the unofficial parliamentary committee 
which at that time :governed the National Free Library and 
discussed the problem with Derek Clarke, the first 
University Librarian. 


A member of the original committée, Sir Athol Evans, 
then Federal Secretary for Home: Affairs, was keen that 
I should make use of the bookbindery at Salisbury Prison. 
A stranger to Salisbury, I was driven to the Prison: by _~ 
. Derek Clarke and spent an hour there going into details. 


Unfortunately, when I left. I lost my bearings. As 
I was standing on the street corner trying to find them, 
@ car drew up and its driver offered me a lift. With 
literal truth, I explained that I had just left the 
prison and had forgotten in which direction Salisbury 
lay. The motorist quickly let in his clutch and sped 
AWAY ees 


The Salisbury visit was, however, fruitful. 5 
The University undertook to make its stock available 
through other libraries on demand ana to Peed a record 
of its acquisitions to Bulawayo. Other libraries were 


vi 


drawn in, a master record of books and their whereabouts 
in Rhodesian libraries was Compiled and maintained, and 


the flow of wanted books between libraries grew rapidly. 


So rapidly, in fact, that Derek Clarke, in his 1961 
University inaugural lecture, criticised the tardy 
development of’ public libraries and said: 

'The time may well be approcching... when the (Uni- 
versity) should cease to be so willing to be relied upon 
to make up, almost single-handed, the deficiencies of 
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other libraries" 


This, I think, points one of the facilities about library 
provision. Learned and special libraries exist primarily 
to serve their own clientele, e.g. staff and students. 
It is essential that they should be there to furnish 
recondite books when they are needed, but not the require- 
ments of the whole country. Successful co-operation 
depends on a delicate balance between the strength of 


library stocks in all sectors and at all levels. 


Local libraries must take the first brunt of general 
demand. Special libraries take the first brunt of demand 
from specialists. Set in the middle, the National Free 
Library keeps watch on the overall book supply situation 
and uses its funds to fill gaps, manipulating the calls 
on co-operating libraries to spread the load. 


‘In the event, the development of other libraries 
such as the Teachers! College Library, and increased 
purchase by the National Free Library brought the system 
into balance and the happiest relationship with the 
University has existed for many years. 


Inevitably in a small country there is a hard core of 
published material that must be obtained by loan from 
libraries abroad, or by photocopy. From 1970, developments 
took place that were to render the traditional techniques 
developed at the National Free Library obsolescent: the 
library use of telex and computer. In 1970, an experiment 
in the use of telex by libraries was conducted in South 


Africa and its use to communicate wants has grown apace. 


In the same year, the British publishing industry 
developed a scheme of computer-readable standard book 
numbers which has since become international.With the 
text of virtually every book published in recent years 


Ati2 
given. a distinctive code number, traditional methods 


of recording the location of individual books for inter- 


library loan purposes became obosolete. 


South Africa abandoned traditional records - and 
here: 1. am not talking about the internal catalogues 
of individual libraries but national finding catalogues - 
in.1972. Instead of the old card-index record in Pretoria, 
accessible only by postal enquiry, the location of books 
in South African libraries now appears on a series of 
microfiche transparencies, 6" x l"", each listing 42 000 
titles, and can be consulted at any library prepared to 
subscribe to it, an enormous saving in time. 


The National Free Library Board was faced with a 
crucial decision. Rhodesia's libraries were too small 
to sustain a similar venture. However, some Rhodesian 
library stocks were already recorded in Pretoria - 
ours and the University's included - and it was decided 
to merge the Rhodesian record into the new South African 
microfiche record. 


Telex is to be installed at the National Free Library 
as soon as apparatus is available. These two measures 
should gradually do away with the cumbersome postal - 
transmission of book wants via interloan centres and 
introduce ..4 new era in inter-library, transactions: by 
which a book need in one city in translated on. the spot 
into an identification with a holding library and is 
received at that library on the same day. 


I think I -have said enough to indicate that the 

. National Free Library is not an ordinary public library. 
It exists in Bulawayo side by side with the two major 

Pi Dearie Ss charged with» mesting Athe seneral reading 
needs of Bulawayans, the Bulawayo Public Library, and 
the Bulawayo African Libraries. It is multi-racial, thus 
straddling, so to speak, the services to both main 
population groups. It is in Bulawayo but not strictly 
of it. 


It is in the smaller centres that library users-are 
most handicapped, and where the National Free Library 
most needs to make its impact. It has for many years 
felt that its stock is strong enough for a measure of 
decentralisation to take the place of its postal loan 


tn 
service, which is a poor substitute for service of a 
tiore direct kind. 


This view was strongly represented to the 19/0 
Rhodesia Library Commission, which agreed with the need 
to co-ordinate the public library system, at least out- 
side the two main cities. The Commission felt that no 
viable system could be inaugurated without the resources 
of the National Free Library and recommended the setting 
up of a national public library servicé on the South 
African provincial library pattern with headquarters at 
the National Free’ Library. (5) Tipe exciting development 
has yet to get off the ground. 


Unsolved problems arise from the Commission's view 
that: the new service should be free in almost all kinds 
of books. The National Free Library holds that light 
entertainment reading is not a valid charge on public 
funds, at least not to the extent of an entirely free 
service. It would prefer to use available funds to 
strengthen the educational and informative content of 
local library stocks. 


At a joint Harvard University and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology synposium some years ago, 
Professor Edward C. Banfield drew this parallel: 

YL Pewros one say’ Tht toro LLG the shoe business, 
the government would have to, but... it would not have 
to give shoes away, or sell them for less than the cost 
of manufacture": and said " the proper business of the 
public library is with the serious reader". 

In. this talk I have kept away from the more familiar 
aspect of libra@:y service, which is the interrelation 
of books, staff and readers, and concentrated on some 
broader implications. 


In 1970, the National -Free Library bezame a statutory 
body charged ‘with the aims: 

"to promote the widespread reading in Rhodesia of 

books of a cultural, educational and scientific

Full realisation of the first aim must await action 


on the Library Commission report. 


However, I believe that people, in their work and 
in pursuit of their personal interests, have a 
reasonable right of access to published information. 
Whilst many are engaged in collecting and disseminating 
books and information, it is my’ job, in fulfilment of 
the second aim, more than that of any other librarian 
TnL his country, to maintain, promote and extend that 
access to information. ;

EX AFRICA. By Hans Sauer. Bulawayo: Books of Rhodesia, 
1973. 336p. (Rhodesiana reprint library. Vol. 27). 


Hans Sauer is best remembered in Rhodesia as one of 
the three white men who accompanied Rhodesltato the famous 
peace indaba in the Matopos during the Matabele Rebellion 
of 1896. He was born in the Orange Free State and qualified 
in medicine in, kdinburgh., He, was a wpioncersor the 
Kimberley diamond fields, and while there played an 
important part in the fight against smallpox. In 1866 
he joined the scramble for gold riches on the Rand, and 
it was her he met Cecil Rhodes. He came to Matabeleland 
shortly after the occupation troops, and this book is one 
of the. classi¢s,on, the founding of Fhodesia. 


TO THE VICTORIA FALLS OF THE ZAMBESI. By Eduard Mohr. 
Bulawayo: Books of Rhodesia, 1973. wUl62p. 


Eduard Mohr, who by then travelled widely in the Americas 
and the Far East, was in Germany when news of Hartley and 
Mauch's discovery of gold in Mashonaland reached Europe. 
With the financial backing’ of Dr. Petermann, the’ novus 
geographer of Gotha, he sailed for) South Atricasa2 
‘November, 1868 with Adolph Htlbner, a mining engineer 
to hunt, prospect and explore. At Picstermanritzoure 
early.in 1869, he formed such a friendship with Thomas 
Baines that the artist painted himself and Mohr greeting 
one another on the market square. After meeting Mauch near 
Potchefstroom, Mohr trekked to Matabeleland. The death 
of MzZilikazi and heavy rain twice forced him to turn back 
to Mangwe, but in 1870 he made his third and successful 
attempt to reach the Victoria Falls. The publishers are 
to be congratulated on making available one of the rarest 
pieces of Rhodesiana, now a classic of Victorian travel 
in Southern Africa.

Innes deplored the Jameson 
Raid, which he saw as hindering the work of uniting 
English and Afrikaner in South Africa, and for a brief 
time lea the opposition in the Cape House,” but entered 
the cabinet again as Attorney-General after the outbreak 
of the Boer War. In the interim, a significant exchange 
of letters with James Bryce had marked his reluctant 
acceptance of action against the Transvaal.

NEW BRITISH LIBRARY TAKES OVER 


Last month, the National Central Library (NCL), the 
library charged with responsibility for operating the inter- 
library lending system in England, was merged into the 
newly established British Library and amalgamated with 
the National Lending Library for Sclence and Technology 
at Boston Spa, Yorkshire, to form the British Library 
Lending Division @LL). Although retaining a "London Wing" 
at its old premises at Store Street — go appropiate an 
address for a library housing a national reserve book 
stock, 6ven though this had Overspilled to a depot at 
Woolich, of Royal artillery and ferryboat memories — NCL 
has removed its property and functions to Boston Spa, where 
‘one hopes it will find an invigorating venue. 


The National Central Library was founded from Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust funds in 1916 as the Central Library 


for Students with the object of lénding books to adult 

7 education students, but the 1927 Report on public libraries 
in England and Wales (Kenyon Report), that milestone in 
the progress of the British library System, recommended 
its conversion into a national clearing~house for a 
comprehensive system of loan between libraries of all 
types under the aegis of the British Museum. It WAS, 
however, incorporated by Royal Charter as an independent 
body under the name of the National Central Library. i he! 
1931, but worked closely with the British Museum, close to 
which its Store Street premises were built in 1966. Its 


funds increasingly came from Government.

The NCL developed as the centre of a network of 
regional library systems, each maintaining a union 
catalogue of the non-fiction books held by libraries 
in their regions, and, with the development of regional 
subject specialisation schemes, a comprehensive national 
coverage in more recent British books available for inter- 
library loan was established. A master union catalogue, 
indicating national holdings by region, was maintained at 
the NCL: in London, which, in view of the strength oF 
regional stocks in British books, has concentrated in 
recent decades on building its holdings of foreign 
materials. This union catalogue contained, in 1969, two 
and a half million entries, including 450 OOO enti 
for the NCL"s own stock. Prom.19li6, the NCL developed 
the British National Book Centre as a world-wide schene. 
of exchanging surplus books between libraries and has 
redistributed nearly two million publications offered 
by libraries, including a quarter of a million sent 
abroad since 1960. 


The National Free Library has, until this year, 
participated in the exchange. scheme of Ghessrigvem 
National Book Centre, benefiting from an inflow of older 
standard works especially during its formative years. 
The primary importance of the National Central Library 
to the NFLR has, however, been the role of NCL as: the 
British library system's centre for international loans. 
Books lent abroad from British libraries have Derm 
located for loan by the NCL and transmitted abroad by 
the NCL, which has over many years provided an invaluable 
service to researchers in Rhodesia as in other parts 
of the world. 


The move which brought about the amalgamation of 
the various elements.of a British national library was 
made when the Secretary of State for Education and 
Science appointed the National Libraries Committee, 
under’ the chairmanship of Fred Dainton, to examine the 
various national libraries and consider whether they 
Should be "brought into a unified framework". The . 
resulting Dainton Report of 1969 recommended the creation 
of a "British Library" by bringing together under a 
Single national libraries authority the British Museum 
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Library, which absorbed the old Patent Office Library, 
renamed the National Reference Library of Science and 
Invention from 1966, the National Central Library, the 
National Lending Library for Science and Technology, and 
the British National Bibliography, an independent national 
cataloguing organisation based at the British Museum. 
The Science Museum Library was to remain outside the 


new complex, but with some loss of stock to the British 
Library. 


The Times literary supplement deplored the new name, 
which it held to be as mundane as "British Rail", but 
the Library Association record, referring to the precedent 
of "British Museum", obviously hoped that "British Library", 
would acquire the dignity of the latter. The question 
of location of the re-ordered units of the British Library 
was a vexed one, especially in,view of the National :Central 
Library's close association with the British Museum and 
with libraries in London and the South-Eastern Region. 
Nontheless, considerations of efficiency, and problems 
which arose from confusion as to which of the two national 
lending libraries should be approached in some instances, 
led to.the decision to combine the NCL and. the National 
Lending Library for Science and Technology. at Boston Spa. 
The British Library will thus consist of two complexes, 
the new combined Lending Division in the north and two - 
pepenate ‘reference “hibraries: inwLlondon,. the ‘British 
Museum Library and a Science Reference Library (old 


National Reference Library of Science and Invention). . 


Our interest is necessarily primarily in the new. British 
Library Lending Division and the effect. of the changes. 
on the services we have enjoyed from the NCL in the past. 
The Dainton Report drew attention to some difficulties 
under which the NGL had been. operating, ‘especially 
arrears. of over one million items waiting topybe, recorded 
in the union catalogues as a result of shortage of staff. 
The Dainton Committee, noting that these arrears seriously 
reduced the effectiveness of the union catalogues, and, 
consequently, the success ratio of inter-library loan 
applications, recommended that ‘the highest priority 
should be given to bringing them up to date, commenting 
that the development of computerised cataloguing was

"the most hopeful long-term prospect: for a rapid. 
locating senvice”. 


The application of computer techniques to the pro- 
duction of union lists has been considered in a national 
libraries feasibility study and the future planning oF 
the union catalogues has been actively undertaken by 
the Research Department of the NCL. The computer-based 
system in use by the London and South-Eastern Region 
using, like the South African union catalogue on micro- 
‘fiche, international standard book numbers, is to be 
extended to other regions, and a comprehensive retro-- 
spective national union catalogue in machine-readable 
form is envisaged. Meanwhile, a pilot study of the NCL's 
foreign language union catalogue is in progress. 


It is reported in the NCL newsletter for March, 1973 
that the Director of the National Lending Library for 
oclence, and Technology and the Librarian of the National 
Central Library have jointly undertaken "to try and 
ensure access to all... current British non-fiction 
through the, British Library". in a white paper "The 
British Library" presented by the Paymaster—General in 
1971 it was claimed that the new reference facilities 
would "provtdde in the centre of London the most 
significant complex of museums and library resources 
in Europe", and that Britain had "the resources to 
create a national library service without rival in 
the world". 


We extend our best wishes to the new British Library 
Lending Division in the enormous reorganisational task 
in. which the former NCL and NLLST are engaged in its 
creation, and, believing that the promise given by Dr. 
Urquhart and Maurice Line will be fulfilled, look 
forward to fruitful co-operation in the interests 
of researchers in the future.

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


Title versus author in library booklists 


In this issue we make a departure from a practice 
which some of our readers may have regarded as an 
inconsistency in our listing of books added to stock. 
Since Shelfmark was first issued in October, 1966, 
books included in the preliminary listing of "Some 
notable new books" have been listed by title, whilst 
under the various subject headings used in the "Complete 
list of additions" listing has been under author. In 
one instance the use of block capitals has brought the 
title into prominence, whereas in the other it has 
been the name of the author that has stood out | 
typographically. 


Old habits die hard. Most library catalogues are 
oriented towards primacy of entries under authors' 
names, even where the so-called author is represented 
as an almost meaningless chain of officialese setting 
out the hierarchy of committees, departments, pure aux 
and so on of this or that pyramidal government or 
quasi-government or corporate structure, or-—the title 
of a Gongress, konference or, depending ‘on the current 
Yin" word; symposium or colloquium. How a colloquium 
Cane writs” ea composition is, of course, a technicality 
with which not all readers wish to concerned; there 
are scholarly reasons for the quaint practices of 
libraries in describing certain types of publications, 
and, more important, good reasons why library catalogues 
Should establish a linkage between certain types of 
texts. 


The catalogues of the libraries of most English- 
speaking countries tend to follow the British or American 
texts of the Anglo-American cataloguing rules of 1967, 
perpetuating the notion that the recall value to readers 
of elements in the description of a book shifts from 
authorship to title when more than three authors are 
involved. This is probably true of specialists, who 
tend to remember works simply as "Vollans", "Conant", 
or "Lubetzky", to cite a few in the library field, and, 
of course, novel-readers tend to memorise their favourites 
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by author, at least within the categories of their 


reading interest. 


In Shelfmark we are concerned to bring to the 
attention of our borrowers details of the books, new 
and old, which have been newly added to our stock. 
Regardless of the emphasis given respectively to 
authors and titles in library catalogues, we believe 
that what neéds to the catch the eye of the reader in 
the first instance in the case of the overwhelming 
majority of books, and especially of non-fiction books 
which .are our primary preserve, is the title. If the 
reader is familiar with the author by reputation or 
from a reading of other books from the same pen, his 
ability to assess the interest of a book to him is 
therby enhanced. 


Our listing ofall hooks added to stockeinm thas 
bulletin will therefore henceforward give prominence 
to book titles, to which details of authors, editions 
and publishers will be appended. Our apologies go 
to those who may-scan the lists for the latest Ransford, 
Kysenck or Desmond Morris, and to other.libraries who 
may use Shelfmark as a checklist, if their convenience 


has been sacrificed in the interest of the majority. 
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"Not facts, but the ability to find facts when wanted; 
not the accumulation of particulars, but an awareness 
of the general to which these particulars belong; not 
the little knowledge we may have acquired, but the 
extent of our recognition of the expanses we have only 
glimpsed; these are the marks by which each of us must 
appraise his educational advance. In simple truth 
education is merely a process of finding out, ever 
more clearly and intelligently, how little we know."

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SOME NOTABLE NEW BOOKS 


DAVID LIVINGSTONE: his triumph, decline and fall, by’ 
by Cecil Northcott. Guildford: Lutterworth Press, 


Whilst Dr. Northcott, author of "Robert Moffat: pioneer 
in Africa", was working on the Moffat-Livingstone papers 
at the National Archives in Salisbury, he began to 
Question whether Livingstone, who has been for more than 
a century a figure of universal public praise and 
admiration, was not a great and grand failure, boosted 
beyond his merits. He claims that his new appraisal 
of a man who has never been subjected to the debunker's 
acid pen is in no sanse a demolition. a recent years", 
he writes, "the glitter of Livingstone's geographical 
triumphs has perhaps shone more brightly than the rest 
of his multi-form skills, such as his ethnographic, 
philogical, medical and botanical expertise". It is the 
fashion to look condescendingly upon the "colonial" 
attitudes of early explorers, but in doing so the author 
respecys the Doctor's firm stand on the benefits of 
nineteenth-century civilisation. He finds no single 
clue to Livingstone's complex character, except, perhaps, 
his dedication to Africa. Like Cromwell, he had to be 
taken "roughnesses,pimples, warts and everything". | 


LIVINGSTONE, by Tim Jeal. London: Heinemann, tl De 27D. 


In. what is described as ita comprehenstve biography", 
published to coincide with the centenary of Livingstone's 
death, the author attempts to show that the Victorian 
myth of Livingstone as an outstanding explorer and 
near saint is a "bizarre distortion" and to reveal him 
as Aa "complex and paradoxical figure... capable, of, self- 
Sacrifice and ruthless cruelty, dogged throughout his 
life by self-doubts, contradictions and failure". He 
maintains that Livingstone was a failure as a missionary, 
with only one lapsed convert to his credit, a failure as 
-a leadér of Europeans and a failure as husband and father, 
but was instrumental in establishing British imperial 
power in Africa, 


LIVINGSTONE, MAN OF AFRICA: memorial essays, 1873-1973; 
edited by Bridglal Pachai. London: Longman, 1973. 2u5p. 


"Eee present year-is- tne “contenary of the déaths on 40th 
April, 1893, of David Livingstone, and interest in 
Livingstoniana is producing books written specially for 
the occasion. The present memorial work, edited by the 
Head of the Department of History at the University of 
Malawi, commemorates the life and work of the missionary- 
explorer with essays by ten authorities, including George 
Shepperson, Michael Gelfand and the editor himself. In 
view of recent writings that tend to temper, if not 
impair, Livingstone's reputation, it is well that the 
Fullbright Lecturer in History at the University of 
Malawi, Melvin HE. Page, should have turned to Livingstone's 
contemporary, H.M. Stanley, for the latter's assessment 
in the New York Herald a century ago: "his religion... 
is of the true, practical kind, never losing a chance to 
manifest itself in a quiet, practical way - never 
demonstrative or loud. It is always at work, if not in 
deed, by shining example", 
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THE RECOLLECTIONS OF WILLIAM FINAUGHTY, ELEPHANT HUNTER, 
1864-1875. Bulawayo: Books of Rhodesia, 1973. 2hlp. 


William Finaughty's recollections were first written 
down from his few notes and verbal. reminiscences by 
Richard N. Hall and published serially in The Rhodesia 
Journal in 1911 and subsequently published in a limited 
edition in Philadelphia in 1916 with one chapter omitted. 
Finaughty, born at Grahamstown in 1843, was one of the 
great professional elephant hunters. He hunted from 
horseback, and killed 500 elephants in a mere five years, 
leaving after 1870 because most'of the elephants had 
retreated to tsetse fly country where he would have had 
to hunt them on foot. He lived at Umguza Farm near 
Bulawayo until 1914 and died at the Kafue River three 
years later. His. story of the eleven years during which 
he hunted and traded in Matabeleland and. Bechuanaland 
is starkly and simply told, and all the more interesting 
for its references to contemporary missionaries and 
explorers.’ The present edition is a corrected re-setting 
of the 1916 edition with the missing instalment first 
restored in Edward C. Tabler's edition of 1957 added. 


THROUGH MASHONALAND WITH PICK AND PEN, by J. Percy Fitz- 
Patritk; edited and introduced by A.P. Cartwright. 
Johannesburg: Ad. Donker, 1973. 136p. 


This little volume in the Africana Library will be 
welcomed especially by Rhodesians who have enjoyed 
Fitz's classic. story, "Jock of .the.bushveld". Originally 
published in.1892, it was Percy FitzPatrick's first 
book, and is new reprinted for the first time. Fitz, 
as he was known in South Africa, was a journalist who 
accompanied Lord Randolph Churchill on the latter's 
jgourney to Mashonaland, and the book is compiled from 
his despatches to the Cape Argus and the Johannesburg 
Star, Fitz was bitingly -critical of Lord Randolph. "2 
good déal of space is. devoted to Lord Randelph and his 
‘expedition, much more perhaps than the subject is fainiy 
entitled to", he wrote inthe preface. He was seathing 
of the amount of equipment carried by what A.P. Cartwright 
describes in his introduction as "surely the most extra— 
vagantly equipped expedition in Africa since the Queen 
of Sheba set out to visit King Solomon". The book is 
thus a useful companion to Lord Randolph's "Men, mines 
and animals in South Africa", of which the Rhodesiana 
Reprint Library edition is available from the library. 


PORTUGUESE SETTLEMENT ON THE ZAMBESI: exploration, land 
tenure and colonial rule in Hast Africa, by M.D.D. 
Newitt. New York: Africana Publishing Corp., 1973.

Dr. Nesbitt was Lecturer in History at the University 
College of Rhodesia and Nyasaland from 1962 to 1965, 
edited Moraes Pereira's "A journey made overland from 
Quelimane to Angoche in 1752", and travelled widely in 
Mozambique. The present is a study of the prazo system 
from the time of the Mwene Mutapa, including Portuguese 
penetration into what is now Rhodesia, and the Zambesi 
Wars‘to 1918.

THE GENUINE SHONA: survival values of an African culture, 
by Michael Gelfand. Gwelo: Mambo Press, 1973. 205p. 


No one has made such a consistent contribution to the 
dissemination of knowledge about the culture of the Shona 
people than the author of this book, who is Professor of 
Medicine at the University of Rhodesia. 

Early in his medical career, Professor Gelfand aoereecated 
the importance of gaining an understanding of his African 
patients. His tireless research and writing now present 
his tenth book on applied anthropology, devoted to the 
Shona ethical code. This code, he writes, "stands out in 
sharp. contrast to the material individualism of the West" 
and has much to offer the West in its concept of brother- 
hood, love of good family life and good neighbourliness". 


XHOSA: tales of life from the African veld, by Sir Robert 
Tredgold. London: George Allen & Unwin, 1973. 14 3p. 


These tales of wild places and wild creatures and of 
early: life in Rhodesia are written both as a testament 
of friendship and to convey a Rhodesia that is timeless 
"end beyond the ebb and flow of things temporal". The 
Xhosa of the title is an early settler who came from 
the Cape frontier and was given his nickname by the 
Matabele after the kindred warrior people among whom 
he grew up. Xhosa remains nameless, although we learn 
that his elder brother was named John. The tales of war, 
farm; mine, animals and men have a compelling unity. 
"They lived in a world that withered sham and hypocrisy 
and dissimulation, that swept aside artificial barriers 
and props PARE man's character starkly revealed", 
writes Sir Robert,’and, of Xhosa himself, "in some 
strange way he seems to exemplify the Spirit of Man 
living close to his environment but unconquered by his 
environment". 


THE BOER’ WAR DIARY OF SOL T. PLAATJE: an African. at 
Mafeking; edited by John L. Comaroff. Johannesburg: 
Macmillan, 1973. 165p. 


Sol Plaatje's diary, parts of it faintly written in 
pencil under heavy siege conditions, was discovered 
by the editor seventy years after the date of its first 
entry in a Barolong village near Mafeking, where it had 
‘lain buried in a rubbish heap of old papers. Plaatje, 
a young African intellectual who was to become known 
as a newspaper editor and writer, known for his trans- 
lations of Shakespeare into Tswana, worked during the 
siége as a court interpreter.: His diary is a rare tday 
to day account of life under the siege presented with 
‘energy and humour through the eyes of a gifted African. 


PRESIDENT BRAND AND HIS TIMES, by Trafford B. Barlow. 
Cape’ Fown: Juta Co.) W972... D67p. 


Of the leaders of the Boer Republics in the first Anglo- 
Boer War, Johannes Hendricus Brand is probably the less 
known, overshadowed by the brooding figure of Paul Kruger 
and yet the author, who looks back to the Lost Republic 
"as an example of the English and Afrikaans people living 
and working in friendship and close harmony", believes 
him probably the wisest and ablest statesman South Africa 
has ever produced. This fully documented biography shows

how Brand left the gracious life of the Old Cape to 
become President of a poor and weak state in the in- 
terior, and how he built a republic as well-. 
administered as any in the world. 


THE FAILURE OF SOUTH:AFRICAN EXPANSION, 1908-1948, by 
Ronald Hyam. ..New York: Africana Publishing Corpe, 
Wie. WTO p. 


When the Union of South ifrica was established in 
1910, it was generally regarded as inevitable that 
Rhodesia, Swaziland, Basutoland and Bechuanaland would 
be absorbed, leading to a Greater South Africa. The 
story of protracted wrangling between Great Britain 
and the Union over the former High Commission 
Territories is lucidly told in terms of the successive 
failure of Botha and Smuts, Hertzog, and Smuts alone, 
with an epilogue carrying the development of the 
Territories to independence. Considerable space is 
given to the failure’ of the’ Union! to’ absorb Southerna 
Rhodesia and the reasons why the colony opted for 
responsible government in 1922, seen as the major 
turning point in the*political’ history’ of ‘Southern 
Africa. .
